IN THis IssuE _ 
’M A LITTLE embarrassed to admit 
it, but this year is the first time 
that I’ve even heard of Women’s 
History Month. : 
Of course, I knew all about ; 

February being Black History Month. 

Everyone from Newsweek to neigh- 

borhood art galleries pays special trib- 

ute to our African American leaders 
throughout that month. But March has 
come and gone for years without my 
hearing a word about its significance 
as a time for national tribute to 
women and their role in shaping our 
society. 

The reasons for this slight against 
women have deep historical, social, 
and economic roots. But the reality is 
that too many women still allow 
themselves to be relegated to second- 
class status in this country because we 
are taught to be “nice” and not rock 
the boat. 

Sure, there was a small feminist 
uprising in the 1970s, but, to steal a 
line from Claire of the Moon, we’ve 
been apologizing for it ever since. The 
rise of conservatism in the 1980s cre- 
ated a tremendous backlash against 
feminism that has weakened the 
movement as women tried to straddle 
the line that men had drawn in the 
sand. 

For example, in last week’s 
Independent, Warren Hinckle quoted 
Supervisor Bill Maher as saying that 
he didn’t believe women should be 
allowed on the police force. In last 
week’s Bay Guardian, Tim Redmond 
reported that Maher “dismissed his 
detractors — most of them women — 
as hysterical fools.” 

Still, we haven’t heard one word 
from such feminist institutions as the 
National Organization for Women or 
the Women’s Political Caucus about 
Maher’s obvious prejudice against 
women. That certainly wouldn’t have 
been the case if he had slammed 
blacks, or Asians, or gays. 

If it had been any other socially 
oppressed group, this oh-so-progres- 
sive city would have been out for 
Maher’s blood. Such comments 
against women, however, go com- 
pletely unchallenged — even by 
women. 

Not for much longer, though. In 
this week’s issue, free-lance writer 
Susari Evans reports on the growing 
strength and visibility of the Women’s 
Action Coalition — a direct-action 
organization that has grown from one 
gathering in New York to an intema- 
tional network in just a little more 
than a year. 

WAC’s high-profile demonstra- 
tions, like its “pink slip” action last 
October at a Republican fund-raiser, 
are breathing new life into the femi- 
nist agenda. Its in-your-face style is 
attracting a new generation of femi- 
nist leaders to the cause of women’s 
rights. 

This new wave of feminism marks 
a critical turning point in gender poli- 
tics. As writer Naomi Wolf points out 
in the article, “we are sick of being 
told to be patient, sweet and nice.”

‘OW’S YOUR chance to find 

out what San Francisco 

officials are doing with 

your tax money and to 
make an official public complaint 
about what’s wrong. That’s the role 
of the Civil Grand Jury, the inves- 
tigative body that each year scruti- 
nizes municipal operations. The San 
Francisco Superior Court is current- 
ly accepting names of volunteers for 
1993-94. 

Last year, the 1991-92 jury 
slammed the city for operating its 
jails at 34 percent above capacity. 
This year’s 1992-93 jury recently 
criticized the mayor’s budget-mak- 
ing process for onetime fixes, and 
scored the Planning Commission for 
refusing to refer cases to discre- 
tionary review. 

Previous grand juries, one in 
1973 and one in 1978, criticized the 
city’s failure to comply with the 
1913 federal Raker Act, which 
requires the city to supply its resi- 
dents with Hetch Hetchy hydroelec- 
tric power and water. Both grand 
juties urged the city to conduct a fea- 
sibility study of municipalizing 
PG&E services in the city. 

“As grand jurors, citizens have 
powers to obtain information and 
deal with public officials in a way 
that they ordinarily do not have,” 
said Bruce Olson, executive director 
of the American Grand Jury Founda- 
tion, a nonprofit corporation that 
offers consultation to grand juries 
throughout the state. 

Last year, only 69 volunteers 
filled out applications to serve on the 
1992-93 civil grand jury. Almost 
half the 19 grand jurors were nomi- 
nated by Superior Court judges. 

Olson, who opposes judge-nomi- 
nated candidates, says the city 
should try to get a pool of between 
200 and 300 volunteers representa- 
tive of the city’s various communi- 
ties. 

“It’s a wonderful learning experi- 
ence and a unique opportunity to 
serve one’s community,” said Olson. 
An estimated minimum of 500 hours 
of service is required. 

Anyone is eligible who is a citi- 
zen of the United States, 18 years or 
older, a resident of the city and coun- 
ty of San Francisco, of “ordinary 
intelligence and good character,” 
and has a working knowledge of 
English. Those who are not eligible 
include persons who have served on 
a grand jury in the past 12 months, 
persons serving on a trial jury, elect- 
ed public officials, and convicted 
felons. 

People interested in volunteering 
to serve on the 1993-94 Civil Grand 
Jury should obtain a declaration 
form by calling the Jury Office no 
later than 5 p.m., at (415) 554-4057. 
The deadline to apply is March 22.

Noncitizen 
parents seek 
school votes 


LIANZA, a new Latino 

advocacy group, joined 

Chinese for Affirmative 

ction (CAA) to ask the 

San Francisco Board of Education to 
extend voting rights in school-board 
elections to noncitizen parents 
whose children attend local schools. 

The groups made the proposal at 
the board meeting Feb. 23. Initial 
responses by board members and 
school superintendent Waldemar 
Rojas have been favorable. 

Henry Der of CAA said if noncit- 
izens could vote, “large constituent 
groups of immigrant parents would 
support schools. They pay taxes and 
fees, but have no voting rights, no 
power of decision-making.” The 
right to vote, Der said, is “the most 
basic form of parental involvement.” 

The move would not be without 
precedent. Today, nine states permit 
noncitizens to vote in state elections 
under certain circumstances, and 
New York City and Chicago allow 
all parents to vote in school-board 
elections, regardless of citizenship 
status. In those cities, lists of eligible 
school-board voters are separate 
from those eligible to vote in general 
elections. 

The City Attomey’s Office is 
now studying ways to implement the 
proposal legally, but even supporters 
admit there are problems ahead. Der 
suspects, for example, that “undocu- 
mented parents may want to abstain 
from voting so as not to call attention 
to themselves.” 

David Aldape of Alianza said 
immigrant parents would be more 
likely to vote if the election system 
improved representation of minority 
neighborhoods. District elections 
and a general extension of voting 
rights to noncitizens would be the 
next goals, he said. 

Not everyone welcomes the pro- 
posal. Pauline Razzuti, daughter of 





Italian immigrants and a member of 
the Bay Area Coalition for Immigra- 
tion Reform, told the Bay Guardian, 
“T am against giving noncitizens the 
tight to vote, because to vote is a 
privilege for citizens. The first priori- 
ty is our people.” 

So far the proposal to extend vot- 
ing rights to noncitizen parents has 
received little public reaction, in part 
because “there are no voices of dis- 
sent” on the school board, said mem- 
ber Jill Wynns — and also because 
the proposal has not been widely 
reported in local news media. 

But board member Leland Yee 
predicted that “opposition will come 
once this topic is out in the open. We 
expect it to come from two quarters 
— from the English-only groups and 
the anti-immigration groups.”

Ammiano. While continuing to 
apply state rules that call for the 
expulsion of students who bring 
weapons or sell drugs in school, the 
board has begun seeking alterna- 
tives to suspension and expulsion. 

“We want to strike a balance to 
keep kids in school and keep the 
schools safe. The answer is not to 
expel them,” said board vice presi- 
dent Leland Yee. A task force under 
the leadership of two new school 
board members, Angie Fa and Steve 
Phillips, is exploring ways of mini- 
mizing expulsions while keeping 
schools safe. Secareapdo emi 
plansto hold a hearing on this 
sometime in March. 

The strategy Yee advocates is to 
invite community agencies such as 
Japanese Community Youth Coun- 


cil JCYC) and Chinatown Youth 
Center, along with the city’s Mental 
Health Department, to provide tutor- 
ing, counseling, and therapy in 
schools for who have committed 
offenses that otherwise might lead to 
expulsion or suspension. “Clearly 
we don’t have more money [for new 
programs],” Yee explained. “So we 
need to better use our community- 
based organizations — it’s morea 
matter of coordination than anything 
else.” 

Some school districts, Ammiano 
said, have in-school suspension and 
even alternative expulsion programs 
to work with students who have 
committed offenses. A few San 
Francisco schools have attempted to 
set up in-school suspension pro- 
grams, he added, but none have suc- 
ceeded in creating a real model. 

Meanwhile, African American 
community leaders are protesting the 
disproportionate number of African 
American males suspended and 
expelled. According to school dis- 
trict figures, in the 1991-92 school 
year, African Americans constituted 
more than half of the 2,174 SF 
school district students suspended, 
although they are only 18 percent of 
the school population. 

The Rev. Ashiya Odeye, whose 
son was recently expelled — unjust- 
ly, he says — from the School of the 
Arts, then reinstated, sees this sus- 
pension and expulsion rate as a form 
of institutional racism. “What are we 
teaching them if we put them out of 
school?” asks Odeye. 

He said possible altematives to 
suspension include: making school 
more interesting, having more 
parental control over schools, and 
making it more difficult to expel stu- 
dents for anything but violence. 

Yee said Japanese, Chinese, Lati- 
no, and black community groups 
will be working with “at-risk” 
youngsters, along with the Mayor’s 
Office Gang Task Force. 

Ammnilano told the Bay Guardian, 
“The problem is that we don’t have a 
safety net, so a kid who has serious 
problems gets to us late in the 
game.”

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Immigration 
foes push 
legislation 


GROWING anti-immigrant 

movement has made its 

debut in the California 

gislature this season, 

with the introduction of a dozen bills 
that include proposals from keeping 
undocumented aliens out of public 
schools to building a special jail in 
Baja California. Both the Legisla- 
ture’s Latino Caucus and a new 
coalition of pro-immigrant and civil 
rights organizations are mounting 
counteroffensives against this leg- 
islative push, and against what they 
see as an ongoing attempt by Gov. 
Pete Wilson and others to use immi- 
grants as scapegoats for the state’s 
economic problems. 

In addition to the bills already 
introduced, state Sen. Quentin Kopp 
(I-SF) told the Bay Guardian he will 
introduce legislation to outlaw local 
ordinances like San Francisco’s 
sanctuary ordinance, which bars 
local officials from helping to 
enforce federal immigration law. 

Kopp, whose letter opposing the 
sanctuary ordinance appeared in 
several San Francisco community 
newspapers last month, said he was 
basing his legislative action “on the 
fact that California is becoming 
insolvent and one of the reasons is 
illegal aliens.” 

That reasoning also underlies 
most of the measures already intro- 
duced: AB 26, by Mickey Conroy 
(R-Orange County), would make it a 
crime in California to be an undocu- 
mented immigrant; AB 27, also by 
Conroy, mandates a study of the 
idea of building a prison in Baja Cal- 
ifornia to house undocumented 
immigrants; AB 149, by Richard 
Mountjoy (R-San Gabriel), would 
deny undocumented children state 
or other funds that support public 
schools; AB 150, also by Mountjoy, 
would require MediCal providers to 
report undocumented patients (who 
are eligible for emergency and pre- 
natal care) to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service or lose all 
state reimbursements; AB 151, by 
Mountjoy, would prohibit the pay- 
ment of worker’s compensation to 
an undocumented worker. 

AB 263, by Gil Ferguson (R- 
Newport), would limit the amount 
paid under Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children to eligible legal 
immigrants for 12 months; AB 299, 
by Bill Hoge (R-Pasadena), would 
require any state-funded housing 
program to prove that all clients are 
legal U.S. residents; AJR 8, by Fer- 
guson, calls on the federal govern- 
ment to provide the $1.5 billion 
Gov. Wilson claims it owes the state 
to reimburse the costs of immigra- 
tion; ACR 16, by Doris Allen (R- 
Cypress), declares that the Legisla- 
ture will seek to ensure that only 
legal residents receive specified 





public benefits. 

“A lot of the bills are unconstitu- 
tional,” said Claudia Martinez, 
spokesperson for the Sacramento 
office of the Mexican American 
Legal Defense and Education Fund 
(MALDEF). She pointed out that 
others, like denying worker’s com- 
pensation to undocumented work- 
ers, actually increase employers’ 
incentives to hire undocumented 
workers. “The authors know this,” 
she said. “They’ve introduced the 
legislation despite that, because 
they’re trying to whip up anti-immi- 
grant hysteria.” 

To marshal evidence against the 
claim that immigrants hurt the 
state’s economy, Assemblymember 
Richard Polanco (D-L.A.), head of 
the Legislature’s Latino Caucus, 
called a hearing Feb. 25 in Sacra- 
mento, at which experts on immigra- 
tion disputed the Wilson administra- 
tion’s statistics and analysis. 

Also last month, MALDEF 
pulled together a coalition of 30 
groups — including immigrant and 
human-rights organizations, the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
California Rural Legal Assistance, 
the Asian Law Caucus, and others 
— to oppose anti-immigrant legisla- 
tion. 

“The success of California’s 
economy is based on the hard work 
that immigrants do,” Martinez said. 
“Tf we deny our new population 
health care and education, we’ ll be 
creating a permanent underclass, 
dooming the economy later on.”

recently formed Citizens Against 
San Quentin Expansion (CASQE). 
The group’s first public action was a 
vigil near San Quentin’s West Gate 
on March 2. 

Ironically, tight budgets and fear 
of NIMBY (“not in my backyard”) 
reactions prompted the countyto 
sign the agreement with the Califor- 
nia Department of Corrections 
(CDoC). Already embroiled ina 
fight over the location of the new 
county jail, the county was also 
looking for a site to relocate its mini- 
mum security Honor Farm, now on 
leased land. Meanwhile, the state 
was looking to San Quentin for an 
expanded Northern California 
inmate reception center, to process 
the rapidly increasing numbers of 
people California is incarcerating. 

In 1990 the CDoC and Marin 
County struck a deal: Marin could 
place the county Honor Farm on San 
Quentin grounds in exchange for the 
county’s support of CDoC’s expan- 
sion plans. The county thus would 
avoid the tricky process of finding a 
place residents would tolerate the 
Honor Farm, and would get a new 
facility at a substantially reduced 
rate (the state will contribute about 
$9 million of the $13 million cost of 
the new 300-bed Honor Farm). 

So far most opponents of the 
prison-expansion plan cite such con- 
cerns as increased traffic congestion 
and other environmental impacts. 
The project is expected to use about 
haifa million gallons of water a day 
and generate five to 10 tons of solid 
waste daily. 

Only a few residents base their 
opposition on questions about Cali- 
fornia’s runaway prison-construc- 
tion boom. The state is building pris- 
ons so fast that some may remain 
vacant because there are no funds to

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operate them. Alan Barnett, a mem- 
ber of CASQE and Marin Advo- 
cates for Justice, says: “The prison 
population has quadrupled in the last 
dozen years, at no corresponding 
lowering of the rate of crime. 
They’re not making us any safer.” 

Barnett points to the Blue Ribbon 
Commission on Inmate Population 
Management, commissioned by 
Gov. Deukmejian, which released 
its report in 1990. The report 
declared the state corrections system 
“out of balance” and recommended 
a series of rehabilitative programs 
like education, vocational training, 
and substance-abuse programs. 
“Those recommendations are being 
ignored,” Barnett says.

Antiabortion 
crusade ends 
with a whimper 


RO-CHOICE activists are call- 
ing Operation Rescue’s 
highly publicized “No 
Place To Hide Month” a 
failure. February was supposed to 
be the high point of Operation Res- 
cue’s antiabortion crusade in Cali- 
fornia, with pickets, leaflets, and 
posters plastering the homes and 
offices of physicians who provide 
abortion services. But February was 
relatively quiet, with few public 
confrontations over abortion and 
almost no publicity. 
Barely a dozen Operation Res- 
cue supporters showed up for a 
demonstration Feb. 20 at the home 


of a Santa Clara physician, accord- 
ing to Angela Bocage, a member of 
the Bay Area Coalition for Our 
Reproductive Rights (BACORR). 
Bocage said the picketers rapidly 
dispersed after pro-choice escorts 
appeared and neighbors placed pro- 
choice placards in windows and on 
front lawns. 

“There are huge numbers of 
Christian fundamentalists in the 
Santa Clara Valley, so it’s a pretty 
grim sign for [Operation Rescue] 
that they could only get out 12 peo- 
ple,” Bocage said. 

BACORR members attribute 
their success at keeping Operation 
Rescue at bay to several factors: 
growing support for abortion rights 
and growing activism to defend 
those rights. BACORR members 
also cite a growing intolerance with 
the harsh, in-your-face tactics of the 
antiabortion movement. 

But according to Operation Res- 
cue spokeswoman Sue Finn, every 
Operation Rescue action is a suc- 
cess. “Abortion is, in and of itself, a 
grotesque thing, so any time we 
keep abortion in the forefront of 
people’s minds, that is a success,” 
Finn said. And even though “No 
Place to Hide Month” is over, she 
said, Operation Rescue members 
will still target doctors at their 
homes. 

Pro-choice activists will contin- 
ue their fight to defend physicians 
against intimidation. 

“We’re letting doctors know that 
we’re here and we can immediately 
mobilize people to support them,” 
Bocage said. “Even with abortion 
being legal, if your clinic is blown 
up or your providers are driven out 
of town, then what?”

Reilly said, fingering his ear. “You may expect to receive 
some rather staggering medical bills each month.

However, to save you the anxiety of awaiting this phalanx 
of legal luminaries to arrive at your spider web of an 
apartment, I shall consent to accepting a settlement now if 
you wish, Five or six dollars should suffice.” 


JOHN KENNEDY TOOLE 
A Confederacy of Dunces 


HERE’S A BOXER named Mitch “Blood” Green 

who managed to get arrested a few years ago 

robbing a gas station on the Long Island 

Expressway, just a few months after he’d won 
something like $1 million in the ring. 

The way the story goes, Green, a kid from the New 
York streets who once almost beat Mike Tyson, had left a 
posh Manhattan party and was heading home when his 
Lincoln Town Car ran low on gas. So he pulled into a 
Mobil station, threatened to brain the young attendant, 
filled his own tank, and began waiting on other customers, 
pocketing all the money. The attendant ran off to call the 
cops, who arrived just as Green was knocking a cab driver 
senseless and snatching a $100 bill. 

In the meantime, a string of New York motorists had 
watched a drunk 220-pound man with a body like Arnold 
Schwarzenegger pumping gas in a $1,000 tuxedo by the 
side of the expressway — and none of them seemed to 
notice anything wrong with the picture. 

I didn’t either. When I read about it, the whole thing 
sounded like a wonderful joke. 

The last I heard, Green had 54 traffic arrests, including 
one for driving with a television set on the dashboard and a 
bag of angel dust on the seat, and was on his way to jail for 
a couple of unrelated violent felonies. 

John Kennedy Toole committed suicide in 1969, at the 
age of 32, five years before his mother convinced Walker 
Percy to read the smudged carbon copies of a widely 
rejected manuscript that would eventually win the Pulitzer 
Prize. 

For some reason, all I could think of this week was 
Ignatius J. Reilly and Mitch “Blood” Green. I live in San 
Francisco; it’s a sick sense of humor, 


FOOT PAIN 


I called Clint Reilly’s office over the weekend, and when I 
heard that his foot hurt and he was under sedation, I told 
his answering service that the poor guy didn’t have to call 
me back. My foot hurts too, sometimes, mostly when I 
have to take out the trash. 

But this is what I hear from sources who are in a posi- 
tion to know and are almost always reliable: 

Reilly has been trying for several months now to sell 
Examiner publisher Will Hearst a program of direct-mail 
subscription marketing aimed at a few targeted groups. 
The two men met some time ago to discuss the project, and 
in the process, Reilly, never known for his subtlety, 
informed Hearst that the main problem with the Examiner 
was the shoddy quality of its local news reporting. 

Somehow, word of this got back to Phil Bronstein, the 
Examiner’s brash, ambitious executive editor, who went 
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three shades of ballistic. Bronstein ordered Scott Winokur, 
a veteran reporter, to go after Clint Reilly and find enough 
dirt to make the slimy bastard pay for his horrible insult. 

Well, Reilly’s a big-time player in a very dirty game, 
and he’s done well enough to leave a few stinky footprints. 
Winokur apparently found some moderately nasty stuff — 
nothing illegal, nothing patently immoral, but maybe 
enough to embarrass a onetime seminarian in his home- 
town rag. Since this is such an incestuous little world, Reil- 
ly found out what was going on, and demanded a meeting 
with Bronstein and Hearst. 

So Reilly shows up in Hearst’s office Feb. 26, promptly 
tepeats his basic charge (that the Examiner’s local 
reporters are doing a lousy job), and adds a nasty new 
twist: He calls one of the women who cover City Halla 
“slut.” 


MACHO, MACHO MEN 


Now, let’s get a couple of things straight. Clint Reilly isa 
hot-tempered guy who once punched the manager of a 
mailing house for failing to get a stack of Bill Honig fliers 
to the post office on time. Phil Bronstein looks like a yup- 
pie wimp, but you know he’s always kind of believed he 
was as tough as Mitch “Blood” Green. Besides, Bronstein 
loves to get his name in the paper almost as much as Reil- 
ly does. 

So somewhere along the line, Phil and Clint get into a 
shoving match, and Clint, who is at least 6 inches shorter 
and 50 pounds lighter, winds up on the floor, wailing about 
his foot. Assistant managing editor Pamela Bruenger Scott 
— the only woman who gets a direct role in this drama — 
accompanies Reilly to the hospital, where someone appar- 
ently diagnoses him as having a broken ankle. 

Although none of the principals are talking, this much 
is perfectly clear: 

1. Scott Winokur’s story on Clint Reilly is history. The 
Examiner lawyers have almost certainly told Hearst the 
facts of tortious life — anything the paper prints that is 
even remotely critical of Reilly right now will be seen as 
malicious and libelous. 

2. Hearst and Bronstein, who are supposed to be profes- 
sional journalists, look like incredible jerks; Reilly, who is 
supposed to be an incredible jerk, looks the same as he 
always did. ‘ 

3. The Examiner, which has essentially admitted that 
Reilly was injured in an accident on company premises in 
an altercation quite possibly initiated by a company execu- 
tive, is in deep legal shit, and the more Clint’s foot hurts, 
the deeper it gets. 

4. Of course, Reilly doesn’t appear to be crippled for 
life, and once he gets back on his feet he may be more than 
happy to offer the scion of the Hearst Corporation a deal: 
Publish, say, half a dozen nice stories on my clients, when 
and how I want — and I won’t put you through a long, $50 
million damage suit and keep your puerile incompetence 
in the headlines for years and make your daddy in New 
York so mad he may find a new publisher. 

5. Bronstein and Hearst actually claim to have some 
interest in the future of San Francisco; they tell us all the 
time how much they care about the issues facing the city. 
They also want to sell newspapers, and nothing sells news- 
papers like a nice, bloody soap opera. 

Hey, it’s news in the big city. And you’ve been laugh- 
ing at it, and I’ve been laughing at it. We all think San 
Francisco’s a joke.

Don’t bow to BART blackmail 


VERY POLICE FORCE in the United 
States should be subject to indepen- 
dent civilian oversight — and the 
BART police are no exception. 

No police force in the United States wants 
to be subject to independent civilian oversight 
— and the BART police are no exception. 

While many police forces in the United 
States, and particularly in the Bay Area, have 
accepted civilian review as an inescapable 
function of democracy, the elected BART 
board, defending its police force, hasshown 
itself willing to use all the clout at its disposal 
to block any efforts to bring independent over- 
sight to its currently embattled cops. Board 
members, for example, are pulling out all the 
stops to block a relatively harmless Oakland 
City Council resolution calling for a civilian 
review body. The resolution was introduced in 
the wake of the shooting death of Jerrold Hall 
by a BART police officer. 

BART has enlisted the Oakland Chamber 
of Commerce as its agent of no change, apply- 
ing the time-honored corporate threat of tak- 
ing their jobs and leaving town. BART has the 
chamber believing, and arguing to the council, 
that this resolution would be bad for business, 
because it would “be received in a negative 
manner and could seriously compromise” the 
city’s negotiations with BART to keep its 
headquarters in Oakland and “compromise” 
job opportunities for Oakland residents during 
the BART expansion program (see On Guard, 
Page 9). 

But on the eve of the second Rodney King 
trial, how can the Chamber of Commerce 
believe that it is good for business to allow the 
BART police to shoot and kill residents with- 
out independent oversight, to allow potential- 
ly rogue cops to roam city streets without 
being responsible to city laws? 

And we find the suggestion specious, if not 
downright ridiculous, that BART would hinge 
multimillion-dollar decisions on whether to 
move its headquarters and on how and where 
it will improve or expand its facilities on an 
advisory resolution from a city council. Any 


city should reject that kind of blackmail 
straightaway. 

_BARTsays it is not the business of one 
public agency to tell another public agency 
how to run its business. More nonsense 
designed to confuse the issue. 

Not only do public agencies routinely give 
advice to each other, but BART is unusual in 
that it operates in many cities. We find it the 
height of unvarnished arrogance for BART 
directors to say that their police can shoot peo- 
ple in the back and that local governments — 
who have given permission for BART to oper- 
ate inside their boundaries — can’t say boo. 

We believe it is the obligation of every city 
where BART operates — Daly City, San 
Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley, Hayward, Fre- 
mont, Union City, Concord, Richmond, and 
the rest — to pass a resolution similar to Oak- 
land’s. In Berkeley, the Police Review Com- 
mission will be considering such a resolution. 
Union City may soon be following suit. 

If the BART board had had its way, no one 
would ever have known the circumstances of 
Hall’s death and the apparent violation of pro- 
cedure and fatal overreaction of BART officer 
Fred Crabtree. 

BART argues that since the FBI is now 
investigating the Hall case, no further local 
oversight is needed. But the FBI is investi- 
gating one individual case. What is needed is 
a body that will investigate every incident of 
police use of force — especially deadly 
force. 

The BART board must drop its irrational 
opposition to the civilian board; citizens 
should attend the BART board meetings and 
say so. While they’re at it, BART board mem- 
bers should hold some of their meetings dur- 
ing the evening and on weekends, so more 
people can attend. 

We urge the city councils of every city 
where BART operates to demand an indepen- 
dent civilian oversight body for the BART 
police as a condition of those cops operating 
within city limits. 

Don’t bow to BART blackmail. 


The recall: Lethal Weapon 2 


IGHT NOW, IT’S certainly tempting: 

Frank Jordan has already made a 

colossal mess of San Francisco, and 

we still have three more years of his 
term to go. By any simple logic, it’s time for a 
recall campaign. 

For the growing numbers of angry activists 
who are itching to jump on the recall band- 
wagon, we have a simple plea: Think about it 
first. Right now, we’re not convinced it’s such 
a wonderful idea. 

The last time San Francisco had a recall 
vote, Dianne Feinstein was mayor, and most of 
the city was unhappy with her performance. 
But the next election was only seven months 
away, and the issue was all wrong — the White 
Panther Party had launched the recall effort to 
protest the mayor’s support for a handgun ban. 
More important, Feinstein took advantage of a 
glaring loophole in state and local law: A recall 
is considered an initiative, so the limits on 
campaign contributions don’t apply. With a 
string of $10,000 checks from big businesses, 
Feinstein won a stunning victory — and scared 
off any serious challenge for the fall, ensuring 
herself another four-year term. 

This time, the recall talk isn’t just coming 
from a fringe group of gun-nuts — and the 
mayor’s reelection isn’t just a few months 
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away. We’re looking at three more years of 
disaster, and that’s a powerful argument. The 
center of political gravity has also shifted: 
Throwing the bum out has a lot more basic 
popularity than it did in 1983. 

But for those of us who supported the last 
recall, the essential lessons of 1983 are just as 
potent a decade later. It’s easy to put a mea- 
sure on the ballot; it’s much harder to win at 
the polls. It’s easy to lash out blindly in anger; 
it’s much harder to organize effectively for 
change. It’s easy to gather signatures and 
make a lot of noise; it’s a big, difficult, com- 
plicated job to build a coalition that can raise 
the money, steer the campaign, and provide 
the leadership to actually remove a sitting 
mayor from office. And even if you win, 
there’s no guarantee that the person the Board 
of Supervisors selects to fill out the rest of the 
term will be a whole lot better. 

We’re talking about a powerful loaded 
weapon, one that should be drawn only as a 
final alternative — not in anger, not in haste, 
not without a clear strategic purpose, and not 
until every major sector of the progressive 
community has agreed to sign on for the dura- 
tion of the fight. Because people who fool 
around carelessly with loaded weapons often 
wind up shooting themselves. 
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Asian votes up for grabs

HE SUCCESSION of Bill Clinton to the 

presidency of the United States cre- 

ates a historic opportunity for a 

“new” Democratic Party to wield 
power and capture the political loyalties of the 
fastest-growing minority group in the United 
States: Asian Americans. 

In 1990, California was home to more than 
2.8 million people of Asian/Pacific Islander 
descent, representing 9.6 percent of the state’s 
population. Demographers estimate that the 
total will rise to 8.5 million by the year 2020, 
according to'a newly issued study bythe 
Asian Pacific American Public Policy Insti- 
tute of Los Angeles. In the next three decades, 
the Asian American population in the United 
States could triple to about 20.2 million. 

Unfortunately, the state and national lead- 
ership of the Democratic Party continue to 
ignore or even view the politics of Asian 
American communities with suspicion. They 
don’t get it. Democrats who write off Asian 
Americans only give status quo (and Republi- 
can) interests the freedom to dictate the rules 
of the electoral game in minority communi- 
ties. Sadly, so-called progressives in San 
Francisco are setting the trend by viewing the 
city’s Chinese Americans as a form of envi- 
ronmental degradation or neighborhood nui- 
sance. As a result, some observers say, Chi- 
nese Americans — lacking any progressive 
alternative — provided a winning margin for 
the election of Frank Jordan to the mayoralty. 


UNALIGNED CONSTITUENCY 


Democrats must understand that the relative 
electoral success of the top of their ticket 
among California’s Asian American voters in 
1992 represented more of a personal victory 
for Bill Clinton rather than any true partisan 
commitment of Asian American voters with 
the Democratic camp. 

The first major exit poll of Asian American 
voters conducted by the Coalition of Asian 
Pacific Americans (CAPA) confirmed that the 
Asian American vote is up for grabs, with 
Democrats still having the edge. The CAPA 
study concluded that 41 percent of Asian 
Americans in San Francisco were registered 
Democrats and 34 percent had no party affilia- 
tion. Statewide polling by Voter Research and 
Surveys showed Clinton (39 percent) beating 


Bush (33 percent) among Asian Americans. 

The findings were hardly surprising to 
Asian American activists. Throughout the 
1980s, Asian American Democrats from San 
Francisco advocated, often to deaf ears at the 
Democratic National Committee, that the 
interests of Asian American communities 
could be harnessed in support of Democratic 
candidacies, if tangible resources were com- 
mitted to building a political network. 

Unfortunately, Asian American Democrats 
were forced to depend largely on their own 
resources throughout the 1980s to register 
Asian newcomers to vote and develop politi- 
cal leadership. 


BRIDGING THE GAP 

Paradoxically, California is evolving into a 
“Third World” state even as its electorate 
becomes older, whiter, affluent, and suburban. 
In 1990, a statewide Field poll revealed that 
84 percent of the voting public was white. Pre- 
dictably, whites (who constitute 57.5 percent 
of California’s population) held 86 percent of 
the state’s congressional and legislative seats. 

The consequences of the Democratic fail- 
ure to maximize the candidacies of minorities 
for state and local office, have produced, and 
will produce, wide public-policy gaps 
between the governed and the governing in 
our state and society. 

The end of the Cold War deprived the 
Republicans of their anti-communist rhetori- 
cal appeal to Asian immigrants. The times 
present the Democratic Party with the oppor- 
tunity to show that it is the party for racial 
equality and justice for all. However, the lack 
of any Asian American appointment to a Clin- 
ton Cabinet or a significant sub-cabinet-level 
post indicates that celebrating the inclusion of 
Asian Americans within the Democratic Party 
agenda is premature. 

The partisan loyalties of Asian Ameri- 
cans hang in the balance. The political party 
that first comprehends the economic and 
social dynamism of Asian Americans will 
create political allegiances that could endure 
a lifetime and alter the future course of Cali- 
fornia and national politics into the next cen- 
tury. @

RADIO JAMMING 

Andrew Leonard’s article “Whose 
KPFA Is It Anyway?” [2/17/93] had 
a promising title. However, it failed 
to ask the right questions, misstated 
the issues, obnoxiously portrayed a 
diverse group of listeners as naive at 
best. It gave management extensive 
opportunity to pigeonhole its oppo- 
nents without offering a chance for 
rebuttal, and gave the dissidents 
scant space in which to state the 
problems. 

There were about 200 people at 
each of the Ashkenaz meetings and 
about 50 locals at the Pacifica meet- 
ing held at that bastion of accessible 
community space, the Claremont 
Hotel; no sense of the depth of dis- 
content present in these meetings 
could be gleaned from the article, 
and much of that anger was being 
expressed by paid and unpaid staff. I 
think if elections were held now 
candidates would get more than the 
maximum of 40 votes Salniker 
claims were cast the last time there 
were elections. 

The station manager, Pat Scott, is 
identified as an African American, 
but her more significant identifying 
characteristic, that of a wealthy 
Realtor who expresses the politics 
that obtain in that group, was not 
mentioned. 

Pacifica’s stated desires to be 
“competitive” with NPR and to raise 
money to hire “professionals” away 
from other networks were not men- 
tioned in the article. 

Two very significant criticisms 
of KPFA, missed by your intrepid 
reviewer and emblematic of the 
rightward turn, is that it was/is soft 
on Clinton, that the news director 
Mark Mericle either supported the 
Gulf War or was ambivalent, and 
that the coverage reflected that. I’m 


not saying I have great ideas about 
how to deal with this democratical- 
ly, but the autocratic situation is cer- 
tainly something to protest without 
being banalized. 

Some of the demands presented 
to the national board on 2/6/93 
were: (1) a local board elected by 
the subscribers, to be composed of 
listeners and staff, which would 
have broad advisory and decision- 
making powers; (2) lifting of the 
gag rule on discussion of listener 
meetings on KPFA; (3) a listener- 
run call-in program where the sta- 
tion manager would respond to lis- 
tener complaints and comments; (4) 
a halt to solicitation of foundation 
funding; (5) full budgetary disclo- 
sure; (6) that a national board mem- 
ber attend our next meeting at 
Ashkenaz, on February 22, to report 
on board implementation of these 
demands.

are swelling 
the ranks 

of the new 
Women’s 
Action 
Coalition

T’s ABOUT 7:30 ona cold Tues- 

day night. Around 100 women 

are bustling into the SF 

Women’s Building. They pull 
off heavy coats and sink down onto 
metal folding chairs. Mostly twenty- 
something, some are still dressed up 
in “work clothes”; others sport Doc 
Martens, leather jackets, big shiny 
earrings. 

Amid the muffled sound of burri- 
tos being unwrapped from their foil, 
two facilitators open this and every 
meeting of the Bay Area chapter of 
the Women’s Action Coalition with 
a rousing, inspirational reading of 
WAC’s mission statement: “The 
Women’s Action Coalition is an 
open alliance of women committed 
to action on issues affecting the 
rights of all women. We are witness 
to the current economic, cultural, 
and political pressures that limit 
women’s lives and the horrifying 
effect of these limitations. As cur- 
rent legislation fails to reflect the 
experience of women, we support 
the immediate enactment of an ERA 
initiative. 

“WAC insists on economic parity 
and representation for all women, an 
end to homophobia, racism, reli- 
gious prejudice and violence against 
women. We insist on every 
woman’s right to quality health care, 
child care and reproductive free- 
dom. We will exercise our full cre- 
ative power to launch a visible and 
remarkable resistance.” 

“WAC is watching! We will take 
action!” 

The room fills with cheers, 
applause, and finger-snapping. 

Melissa Pokorny is one of the 
people who founded the San Fran- 
cisco WAC chapter. Why? “Anger, 
really,” she says.

“There was this terrible backlash 
against feminism, against lesbians 
and gays. Then there was the 
Clarence Thomas hearings, and the 
L.A. riots. There was an urge to take 
action.” 

Last August, more than 540 
women crowded into WAC’s first 
meeting at San Francisco’s Southern 
Exposure Gallery, all wanting to get 
busy. And busy they have been. 
Three days after its first meeting, 
WAC staged a protest at the Ameri- 
can Bar Association National Con- 
vention, calling for the passage of 
resolutions for abortion rights and 
for the inclusion of a lesbian and gay 
lawyers group; both passed. Since 
then, SF WAC has averaged around 
four “actions” a month. 

Since WAC’s inception in a New 


York City art space a little more than 
a year ago, its in-your-face, direct- 
action style has attracted many 
members who have staged many 
attention-getting scenes — members 
in at least 17 chapters in the United 
States, as well as chapters in Mexi- 
co, Canada, England, France, and 
Germany. “There are some women 
who a year and a half ago wouldn’t 
call themselves feminists who are 
now very active members of WAC,” 
says Tracy Essoglou of NY WAC. 
Members are primarily young, 
savvy, pissed-off, and eager to take 
action. Borrowing tactical inspira- 
tion from ACT UP and Queer 
Nation, WAC is a rowdy, unapolo- 
getic sister that has given a new gen- 
eration of feminists a vehicle for 
stirring up some trouble. 


Unlike some earlier feminist 
gatherings where women spent 
hours talking about their feelings, 
WAC meetings are about planning 
actions. “Excuse me,” the time- 
checker says to a woman proposing 
an action, “but you’ve only got two 
more minutes.” 

“Do we want more time?” asks 
the facilitator. Vote. This time, yes, 
more time is approved. 

Later, a bright-eyed woman 
gives a lovely dramatization of a 
conversation she recently had with 
a state legislator. “Who do you 
think you are!” she screeches, in 
perfect sarcastic parody. “Let me 
tell you how we do things here in 
Sacramento!” Everyone laughs, 
and the room again fills with the 
WAC “snap.” 


PINK SLIPS 


Outside a San Francisco club — 
ironically named Bimbo’s — last 
Oct. 8, WAC members dressed in 
shiny pink slips chanted, “Read our 
slips!” They were there to hand out 
30-day pink slips to the Republican 
dignitaries entering Bimbo’s for a 
“last exit before the toll,” a $250-a- 
plate Republican fund-raiser for 
George Bush. The pink slips handed 
to the diners notified them that the 
Republican party was being given 
the sack for its “failure to secure 
women’s right to reproductive 
choice, appoint qualified judges to 
serve in our courts, and protect a 
woman’s right to workplaces free 
from sexual harassment and dis-

crimination.” 

Inside, two WAC members in 
Republican drag had sneaked into 
the dinner with fake invitations. At 
the appropriate moment, they blew 
whistles, leaped onto a table, and 
stripped down to their pink slips. 
Then, in a display of lesbian visibil- 
ity and good family values, they 
kissed passionately. 

“It’s wonderful having women 
speaking out immediately,” says 
Marie Wilson, president of the Ms. 
Foundation. Somebody has to be 
out there.” WAC’s brash sense of 
drama and smarty-pants humor has 
lifted feminist demonstrations from 
their historic, sober rut. 

“WAC is great,” gushes feminist 
writer Naomi Wolf. “They aren’t 
afraid of not being ‘nice girls.’ The 
thing that inhibits women from tak- 
ing radical action is fear of not 
being nice. I call it the ‘dragon of 
niceness’ that we have in our path. 
So the way that WAC does political 
action is critical to the next wave of 
feminism because we are sick of 
being told to be patient, sweet, and 
nice.” 

That uncompromising brashness 
has eamed the maternal approval of 
older feminists. “The [actions and 
style] of WAC — out there yelling, 
on the fringe — makes us on the 
inside’seem more reasonable,” 
Marie Wilson says with a grin. It is 
gratifying to think of the women in 
colorful suits and panty hose, fresh- 
ly elected to Congress, bolstered by 
the direct actions of women in com- 
bat boots. Perhaps sisterhood is 
powerful after all. 

Brashness also gets attention, 
and WAC works the media with 
finesse. How many feminist groups 
have the New York Times writing 
an article about them seven months 

~ after they form? 

“WAC is incredibly smart about 
using the media as a public-educa- 
tion tool,” says Wilson. “WAC 
helped the older women see again 
that you have to be public. You 
can’t just fund things.” 

“We have seen an astonishing 
lack of progress over the last 10 
years,” she explains. “Young ado- 
lescent women are starving them- 
selves. Young black women are 
leaving school. Young lesbians 
can’t safely say who they are. 
Young women effectively lose their 
voices during adolescence. We are 
completely alarmed at this. We are 
losing countless numbers of young 
women. Now the young women [of 
WAC] have tured around and said, 
“You have to put it out there, be 
public.’ ” 

In January alone, WAC was on 
Bay Area nightly newscasts on 
almost every channel three week- 
ends in a row. They distributed 
leaflets about domestic violence on 
Superbowl Sunday, co-sponsored a 

march on the anniversary of Roe v. 
Wade, and protested an alleged rape 
outside UC Berkeley’s Beta Theta 
Pi fraternity. 


WAC AT WORK

tively) took the lead in developing a 
new kind of statewide action for 
WAC. They were galvanized into 
action by the case of Leshbia 
Morones, an Oakland employee of 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV). Morones has been approxi- 
mately five minutes late to work 
almost every day; she has to get her 
five children to school no earlier 
than 8 a.m., then has to get across 
town to work by 8:30. If there are 
problems with traffic or with her 
13-year-old car, she is late. 

“In spite of Morones’ exemplary 
work record, the DMV docked her 
pay and took disciplinary action 
against her. An administrative court 
tuled in favor of Morones, stating 
“the general problems of inade- 
quate child care and inadequate 
public transportation are more 
properly characterized as social 
problems than personal problems.” 
That ruling was overturned by the 
State Personnel Board, and 
Morones’ job was again in jeop- 
ardy. 

At that point, Haney, Olsen, and 
Newsom formed a WAC committee 
and jumped into the fray. They filed 
a 15-page amicus curiae brief with 
the State Personnel Board on behalf 
of Morones. They then sponsored a 
bill, authored by Assemblymember 
Jackie Speier (D-South SF), that 
mandates state agencies to make 
“reasonable accommodation” for 
employees with family-care respon- 
sibilities. The legislation specifical- 
ly includes alternative family struc- 


tures (i.e., same-sex partners and 
extended families). 

“They keep penalizing Leshbia 
Morones like she’s having an indi- 
vidual problem, but she’s not,” says 
Haney. “They believe that if they 
penalize her, she will come in on 
time, but the problem is not behav- 
ior. This is a social problem. The 
state needs to recognize this.” 

“We got involved with this for 
several reasons,” Newsom says. 
“Women make the child-care 
arrangements in more than 90 per- 
cent of households. So in situations 
like this, when workers are penal- 
ized for taking care of their fami- 
lies, it’s women who bear the bur- 
den. This is sexist. This has serious 
repercussions on women’s econom- 
ic and job security. It’s also a class 
issue. Low-income families don’t 
have the money for private child 
care, and they should not be penal- 
ized for this.” 


SISTERHOOD IS DIVERSITY 
Haunted by painful memories of 
racial and class conflicts within past 
feminist groups, veterans of those 
struggles admire WAC’s emphasis 
on diversity. “They are thinking 
larger,” Wilson says. “They are 
more sophisticated [than previous 
feminist groups] about race, class, 
and diversity. This poses a great 
challenge.” 

Lawyer Angela Padilla, a lesbian 
Latina on the WAC Legal Commit- 
tee, agrees: “WAC is one of the few 
organizations where lesbians and 


‘Women’s rights 
are human rights’

PPOSITION BY anti-immigrant groups has greeted the announce- 
ent of a hearing on human-rights abuses of immigrant 
women, scheduled for San Francisco on International 
Women’s Day, March 8. The controversy threatens to over- 
shadow the historic, international women’s rights campaign of which the 


hearing is a part. 
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women of color and women of dif- 
ferent classes are not marginalized. 
We are its members and its lead- 
ers; 

But Newsom, an African Ameri- 
can woman who is a member of 
WAC’s Women of Color Caucus, 
says despite that, “a lot of women I 
know still have a mistrust of WAC, 
and see the agenda as a white mid- 
die-class agenda. 

“It’s a problem that can be 
solved,” she added, “but it has 
caused rifts. This is nothing new.” 

The Women of Color Caucus is 
one of the numerous committees 
that make up WAC’s non-hierar- 
chic structure. Most committees are 
open to all members, but the 
Women of Color Caucus is open 
only to women of color. Its mission 
statement declares that its purpose 
is not to “do the shit-work of edu- 
cating white women about their 
racism,” but to empower and build 
understanding among women of 
color. 

“In coming together, we gather 
strength,” their mission statement 
says. “Our empowerment chal- 
lenges WAC to truly incorporate 
and struggle with the issues that 
face women of color, issues that 
must be central to WAC’s agenda.” 

Kim Compoc, an Asian woman 
in the Color Caucus, says the group 
“formed out of the diversity com- 
mittee, which was open to all WAC 
women. We wanted a non-white 


space, not a white-dominated space. 


It is exhilarating for us to be togeth- 


er. It helps us to stay empowered.” 

Compoc doesn’t think the femi- 
nist movement is necessarily any 
further ahead in dealing with racism 
today than it was decades ago. “It 
needs to be said that the backlash 
against women [during the last 13 
years] has been a backlash against 
people of color and the poor. 
Women of color bore the brunt of 
the Reagan/Bush era the hardest. 
This backlash politically has been a 
backlash in consciousness, too.” 

Both women say more outreach 
could help. “We are still a young 
organization, and our outreach has 
not been good,” says Compoc. “I’m 
ready. I am ina place where I’m 
willing to do more outreach.” 

“The media attention we get is 
great,” Newsom adds, “but I think 
we also have to focus on grass-roots 
work like leafleting and putting up 
fliers.” 


MORE, MORE 

As WAC struggles with its growing 
pains, it looks to its future with 
ambition. “We need to mobilize 
large numbers of women. We have 
these great actions, and I want to 
mobilize more people, people out- 
side our own [core] membership,” 
says Padilla. “WAC is a very 
friendly, very open group and we 
want more people. With ACT UP, 
there was this amazing sense of 
urgency because people there were 
HIV-positive or loved people who 
were dying. We should feel this 
same urgency because violence 
happens to us all the time, every 
moment of the day.” 

“Like in a new relationship, in 
the beginning there is all the but- 
terflies and the giddiness. Then it’s 
the dry-cleaning and the grocery 
bills,” reflects NY WAC’s 
Essoglou. “I don’t think we should 
get to feeling at ease with Clinton. 
We have to remember how orga- 
nized the Right is. Who flooded 
the switchboards with anti-gay 
sentiment a few weeks back? It’s 
time to stay focused, to know we 
are good and useful and move. Use 
whatever privilege we have and go 
with it.” @

They will gather testimony in an attempt to persuade the United 
Nations Human Rights Commission to “include women’s human rights 
and gender violence as central concerns” at its World Conference on 
Human Rights, to be held in Vienna this June — the first in 25 years. The 
San Francisco event is being sponsored by a coalition of 30 women’s and 


immigrants’ rights or: 


tions in the Bay Area. 


The New Jersey-based Centre for Women’s Global Leadership, head- 
ed by Charlotte Bunch, launched the campaign, which dovetails with a 
growing move by human-rights organizations to focus on women’s 
rights. Amnesty International, for example, launched a major program for 
women’s human rights in 1989, and now has women’s rights projects in 
25 countries, according to information distributed by the Immigrant 
Women’s Task Force, which organized the San Francisco hearing. 

The United Nations has a “Convention on the Elimination of All 
Forms of Discrimination Against Women,” but the United States, along 
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with 53 other countries, has not 
ratified it, and women’s rights 
groups say its enforcement provi- 
sions are weak. 

If the June Human Rights Con- 
vention agtees to give women’s 
rights a central place on the agen- 
da, Bunch said in a statement on 
the campaign, “this could have a 
very real impact on how interna- 
tional law, human rights declara- 
tions, and covenants could be 
used on behalf of women.” 


CLOSE TO HOME 

The hearing in San Francisco “will 
debunk the widely held myth, here 
and abroad, that human-rights vio- 
lations don’t take place in this coun- 
try,” said Emily Goldfarb, execu- 
tive director of the Immigrant 
Women’s Task Force. “They do, 
and often with government sanc- 
tion, particularly in the case of 
women and immigrants.” 

The 12 speakers will present per- 
sonal testimonies of sexual and 
workplace servitude, domestic vio- 
lence, violence against women at 
the border and in refugee camps, 
and barriers to immigration, to a 
panel of seven immigration and 
human-rights experts. 

Even before anti-immigrant 
groups announced a campaign to 
expose and atrest undocumented 
people at the hearing, many 
women were apprehensive about 
participating. Rachel Kahn, coor- 
dinator of the hearing, explained 
that “although not all of the 
wotnen are undocumented, they 
feel [testifying in public] would 
imperil their status in this coun- 


Organizers have arranged 
elaborate measures to guarantee 
the anonymity of the women. 
Some will testify in disguise, 
from behind a screen, on video, or 
from another room with their 
voice broadcast to the audience. 
Still others are willing to con- 
tribute only written testimony. 

Only one of the women, Clau- 
dia Garate, was willing to talk to 
the Bay Guardian before the hear- 
ing. 

Garate is a Chilean immigrant 
hired as an au pair for a profes- 
sional couple in Rohnert Park. In 
Chile, she was a premed student 
who saw life in the United States 
as an opportunity to further her 
education. For 13 months, she 
said, she worked 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, as a maid, 
baby-sitter, cook, and gardener. 
Her employers never paid her 
wages, which amounted to only 
$50 a month. 

“They made false promises to 
get me to come to this country,” 
Garate said. “I was looking 
through rose-colored glasses. 
They were to pay meformy - 
work, and I would have the 
opportunity to study and learn 
English. Instead, it was a night- 
mare. I had no rights. I was sleep- 
ing on the floor, afraid. I was 
treated very badly, and not 
allowed to go anywhere, speak to 
anyone, or even watch TV.” 

She finally escaped with only 


a suitcase and was eventually 
directed to the California Rural 
Legal Assistance offices. The 
agency sued the employer for 
back pay and overtime. Although 
a labor commissioner and a court 
hearing found in her favor, she 
collected only $2,000. Her former 
employer claimed financial hard- 
ship and threatened to stall any 
collection in bankruptcy court. 

Now Garate has become an 
activist. “Even if a person doesn’t 
have papers, that should not stop 
them from seeking justice,” she 
said. “There are thousands of 
cases like mine; many injustices. 
One has to speak out, break the 
silence, to let people know that 
there are people and agencies, 
free ones, to defend and inform 
people of any nationality.” 

At the hearing, other immi- 
grant women will also contribute 
testimony about workplace 
abuse. Maria Blanco, a lawyer for 
Equal Rights Advocates who will 
serve on the panel of experts, told 
the Bay Guardian some of the tes- 
timony will describe sexual 
harassment in food-packing jobs. 
Mexican women in that industry, 
she said, have begun sending 
their daughters back to Mexico to 
escape abusive supervisors. 
Women from a “cancer cluster” 
in the San Joaquin Valley will 
tell of contracting cancer from 
working with pesticides. 

Deeana Jang, lawyer for the SF 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation, has coordinated testi- 
mony on domestic violence. 
“Women married to U.S. citizens, 
for instance, depend on their 
spouse to file a petition for perma- 
nent residency before they can 
apply for citizenship,” she said. 
“Abusive men are not likely to file 
for them, so women are forced to 
stay in violent situations.” 

Jang said other women seek to 
immigrate to the United States 
because of domestic violence or 
systematic oppression of women 
in their countries of origin. An 
Iranian woman who plans to tes- 
tify at the hearing, for example, is 
seeking political asylum on the 
basis of the oppression of women 
in Iran. Advocates for the rights 
of women immigrants plan to 
raise the issue of extending pro- 
tected immigration status to 
women who are the victims of 
gender persecution, as refugee 
status is given to victims of polit- 
ical persecution. 

The date of the hearing, 
March 8, has been celebrated as 
International Women’s Day for 
nearly a century. “Ironically,” 
Jang said, “International 
Women’s Day honors immigrant 
garment workers in the U.S.; 
today, women still must fight to 
be heard.” @

HE NIGHT Noreen Lee (not 
her real name) left her hus- 
band, after enduring his 
beatings for almost three 
years, she had nothing but the 
clothes on her back. His assault on 
her that night lasted several hours, 
during which he alterately hit and 
choked her. Lee managed to get out 
of the house and run into the street, 
her husband following with a loaded 
gun. She made it to a neighbor’s 
house before losing consciousness. 

So far this story is not unusual; in 

the U.S., a woman is beaten by a 
spouse or lover every 15 seconds. 
Many leave, as Lee did, during a cri- 
sis, with no money or resources. 
What’s unusual is the happy ending. 
After hiding in her neighbor’s house 
for two days, Lee attended a support 
group at a battered-women’s shelter. 
When shelter staff heard her story, 
they said they’d make a space for 
her. She eventually ended up at the 
Asian Women’s Shelter, a small, 
highly successful program that pro- 
vides not only a safe refuge for bat- 
tered women, but also help in 
rebuilding their lives. Lee said that, 
without the Asian Women’s Shelter, 
“I would have been in the streets.” 
An immigrant, she had no family in 
the U.S. and, she said, “I was too 
ashamed to tell my friends.” 

But two-thirds of the women 
seeking shelter in California’s 100 
women’s shelters are turned away 
because there are not enough beds to 
accommodate the increasing num- 
ber of battered women in the state. 
Wenny Kusuma of Women Orga- 
nized to Make Abuse Nonexistent 
(WOMAN Inc.) said many women 
who cannot find space in a shelter 
undoubtedly return to their batterers. 
Others end up living either in home- 
less shelters or on the streets. The 
U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development estimates that 
at least half of the homeless women 
nationwide have been victims of 
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domestic violence. 

Because homeless shelters don’t 
identify battered women during 
intake, exact numbers are difficult to 
come by. And workers at shelters 
point out that many women who 
have been battered will not neces- 
sarily speak up and say so. Sheron 
Bruener, who runs a privately fund- 
ed transitional housing program for 
homeless women in San Francisco, 
estimates that between 80 and 90 
percent of the women in her pro- 
gram have been battered. A land- 
mark 1991 study by San Francisco’s 
WOMAN Inc. concluded that, 
although “accurate statistics on the 
number of battered women in emer- 
gency shelters are difficult to obtain, 
... Shelter operators agree that 
domestic violence is ... a major fac- 
tor in, or the precipitating cause of, 
the homelessness of many of their 
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female residents.” 

But Becky Masaki, director of 
the Asian Women’s Shelter, said 
WOMAN Inc.’s recommendations 
were “largely ignored” by city and 
state officials responsible for home- 
less services. 


PLAN OF ACTION 


In its first draft, a new report on San 
Francisco’s emergency-services 
system continued that pattern of 
“largely ignoring” domestic vio- 
lence as a factor in homelessness. 
But after criticisms by advocates for 
women, the report was délayed and 
is being revised to include their rec- 
ommendations. 

The report, prepared by the Trav- 
elers Aid Society, the Council on 
Homelessness, and Polaris Research 
Company, is intended to guide the 
city in improving services. Accord- 
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ing to Amanda Feinstein of the 
Council on Homelessness, the 
revised report will recommend: 

Identification of domestic-vio- 
lence victims by agencies that deal 
with homeless people. That’s impor- 
tant, Feinstein said, both for report- 
ing purposes and for connecting 
women to the specialized services 
they need. 

¢ Training about domestic vio- 
lence for the staff of homeless shel- 
ters and other service providers. Jim 
Buick, director of San Francisco’s 
Multi-Service Centers for homeless 
people, told the Bay Guardian that 
training for shelter staff, provided by 
advocates like Becky Masaki, will 
be starting next month. 

Masaki said she is pleased that 
the city is acknowledging the need 
for training, but pointed out that no 
funding has been provided. Sharon

Ruth, director of the battered- 
women’s shelter La Casa de las 
Madres, commented, “We’re 
already so short-staffed it’s a burden 
to have to do the training ourselves, 
especially given the frequent per- 
sonnel changes at homeless shel- 
ters.” 

Secure shelters for homeless 
women. Kusuma said many home- 
less women interviewed by 
WOMAN Inc. do not feel safe going 
to homeless shelters because they 
don’t provide the same confidential- 
ity as domestic-violence shelters. 
The Bay Guardian did speak with 
staffers at one homeless shelter who 
did not want their names or the name 
of their shelter to appear in print. 
They feared it might plant the 
thought in a person’s mind to look 
for someone at their shelter. 
Already, they said, men have come 
to the shelter looking for wives or 
girlfriends who were there to escape 
their abuse. 

«Funding for a women-only 
homeless shelter. Lydia Ely of the 
Coalition on Homelessness pointed 
out that the city doesn’t fund a single 
shelter exclusively for women. But, 
Ely said, “if a woman is being bat- 
tered, especially if she’s homeless, 
she won’t approach a co-ed shelter.” 
She said women living on the streets 
are often in abusive relationships, 
but because of the likelihood of 
rape, robbery, or assault on the 
street, may feel safer staying with 
one abusive partner than taking their 
chances alone. Ely said one home- 
less woman recently ran into the 
coalition’s office and locked herself 
in the bathroom, her abuser close on 
her heels. Coalition staff were 
unable to find space for the woman 
in a domestic-violence shelter. 
Finally they bought her a BART 
ticket and sent her to a homeless 
shelter in the East Bay. 

Feinstein said the Emergency 
Services report recommends that 
“full funding be found for shelter for 
women only.”

house only a small fraction of 
domestic-violence victims: San 
Francisco’s battered-women’s shel- 
ters combined can provide only 55 
beds for women and their children, 
with another few dozen at one pri- 
vately funded homeless shelter for 
women. City-funded homeless shel- 
ters have a total of 1,449 beds, but 
some are specifically for men, and 
the only women-only facilities are 
the battered-women’s shelters. 
“Traditionally,” said Ruth, 
“groups that serve women and kids 
are at the bottom of the totem pole 
when it comes to funding.” Masaki 
said funding inequities highlighted 
in WOMAN Inc.’s 1991 report 
remain today. For example, she

said, although the city Department 
of Social Services (DSS) acknowl- 
edges that women living in bat- 
tered-women’s shelters are home- 
less, those shelters are not eligible 
for payments DSS gives to other 
homeless shelters. 

Buick said the reason was that 
“historically, battered-women’s 
shelters are funded through the state 
tax on marriage licenses.” But 
Masaki countered that the DSS 
gives all homeless shelters in the 
city — except shelters for battered 
women — $7 per head per night 
regardless of other funding sources. 

Battered women, Buick said, 
“are not, by definition, DSS clien- 
tele.” But Ruth said DSS eligibility 
guidelines should be revised to 
reflect the fact that women must 
often leave all of their financial 
resources behind when they leave 
their husbands. Noreen Lee, for 
example, said, “I lost everything, 
including personal items like 
clothes and family mementos I’d 
brought from home.” 

“Most of La Casa’s clients have 
no income,” Ruth said. “Many have 
either been homemakers or their 
abusive partners may not have 
allowed them to work.” Others, she 
said, “may have had to leave their 
jobs in order to hide from their hus- 
bands. Or, they may not have access 
to joint accounts or other funds in 
their names.” 

Ruth said La Casa and other bat- 
tered-women’s shelters desperately 
need the funds for homeless shelters 
that DSS could provide. “We tumed 
away 262 women and 42 kids last 
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year,” she reported. “It’s impossible 
that they all got beds in shelters.” 

It’s more likely, Ruth said, that 
shelters will get funds from current- 
ly pending legislation to increase 
the state fee on marriage licenses; 
some of the revenue from that fee 
goes to battered-women’s shelters. 
Senate Bill 5, which would raise the 
fee by $4, has just passed the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

Colin Wong, an aide to Sen. 
Robert Presley (D-Riverside), who 
introduced the bill, said funds going 
to battered-women’s shelters have 
actually decreased in the past few 
years, because the number of mar- 
riages in the state has declined. At 
the same time, he said, the number 
of reported cases of domestic vio- 
lence has increased dramatically. 
Domestic violence is the largest sin- 
gle category of homicide. 

Wong said the bill has a good 
chance of passing, but Masaki is 
less optimistic. “The bill was intro- 
duced for the past five years in a 
tow without becoming law, “ she 
said. Wong explained that former 
governor Deukmejian had always 
vetoed the bill. Gov. Wilson, he 
said, supports the bill, but last year 
it was attached to another piece of 
legislation that Wilson vetoed. 

Despite their shoestring budgets, 
San Francisco’s shelters for battered 
women provide proof of the bene- 
fits of services geared specifically 
to victims of domestic violence. 
The Emergency Services draft 
Teport points out, for example, that 
85 percent of the clients of the 
Asian Women’s Shelter move on to 
independent living, “facilitated by 
the work of shelter staff to link 
clients to community resources.” 

“This is a really important gap in 
most programs which needs to be 
recognized, especially by funding 
sources,” Feinstein said. Masaki 
said the success of Asian Women’s 
Shelter is due to the small number 
of residents (the shelter has only 10 
beds for women and their children), 
longer stays than most shelters offer 
(9 to 13 weeks), and “intense fol- 
low-up.” 

Noreen Lee can barely talk about 
the women she’s met through AWS 
without tears. “Despite everything 
that’s happened,” she said, “I feel 
lucky. When I became homeless, I 
met wonderful, wonderful people 
who supported me emotionally, 
financially, in every way. After hav- 
ing my husband who I trusted abuse 
me, I thought I could never trust 
again. Now, it’s different because of 
these people.” Now Lee, with nine 
other homeless women, is partici- 
pating in a program to start small 
businesses through the Bay Area 
Women’s Resource Program. The 
Asian Women’s Shelter invited her 
to join its board; she’s chosen 
instead to volunteer what little spare 
time she has to work in the shelter 
with women staying there. “With- 
out the shelter,” she said, “I don’t 
know what I would have done.” @

Progressives would love to recall Jordan — 
if the attempt wouldn't backfire

HEN GEORGE 
Bush was pres- 
ident, you used 
to sometimes 


see bathroom graffiti along the 
lines of “Kill Quayle first” or 
“Quayle is Bush’s impeach- 
ment insurance.” In San Fran- 
cisco today, among the many 
progressive groups discussing 
a possible recall of Mayor 
Frank Jordan, you could say 
Angela Alioto has turned into 
Jordan’s recall insurance. 
“In an odd way, Jordan’s 
salvation is the Board of 
Supervisors,” said Calvin 
Welch, a housing activist who 
has long been deeply involved 
in grass-roots city politics. 
“You can’t replace somebody 
with nobody, and the some- 
bodies are very sobering to 
people. No one is over- 
whelmingly persuaded that 
Angela Alioto or Carole 


Migden or Kevin Shelley or 
Terence Hallinan would be a good 
mayor.” 4 


Welch pointedly added that no 
one is talking about bringing back 
Art Agnos, the progressives’ home- 
grown bogeyman. In a way, Welch 
noted, the progressives should be 
grateful to Jordan, who has forced 
them to unite and heal the factional 
wounds inflicted by the divisive 
Agnos. 

The lack of an obvious consensus 
candidate for mayor convinced 
African American political activist 
Geraldine Johnson that the city char- 
ter must be amended to provide for a 
popular election within four months 
of the mayor’s office falling vacant. 
By most accounts, it was Johnson 
who persuaded Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg to propose just such an 
amendment three weeks ago. Ach- 
tenberg included the amendment as 
part of her Good Government pack- 
age, which would also broaden pub- 
lic access to city records and govern- 
mental advisory meetings and pro- 
vide for voter confirmation of 
appointees to the Board of Supervi- 
sors. 

“It was clear that a recall [of Jor- 
dan] had the greatest possibility of 
success if the Board of Supervisors 
was not able to pick the next 
mayor,” Johnson said. 

Alioto has clearly stated her 
opposition to the two amendments 
that would allow voters to choose or 
confirm replacement mayors and 
supervisors, and has hung up Ach- 
tenberg’s entire Good Government 
package in committee limbo. 

Johnson said Alioto’s delaying 
tactics may mean anti-Jordanites 
will be circulating two petitions this 
summer: one calling for a recall 
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election on Jordan, and one to place 
on the November ballot a charter 
amendment allowing voters, rather 
than the Board of Supervisors, to 
pick the mayor’s replacement. 


FEINSTEIN FLASHBACK 


Johnson, who participated in last 
year’s Recall Jordan Now move- 
ment, said another major reason a 
recall has not yet gotten off the 
ground is that progressives fear an 
unsuccessful recall election might 
strengthen Jordan, Similarly, then- 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein benefitted 
from a failed recall election that 
enabled her to raise immense 
amounts of campaign cash and 
secure her final term as mayor. 

The Bay Guardian reported at the 
time that during the recall campaign 
against Feinstein, her husband, 
Richard Blum, collected more than 
$100,000 from 10 major downtown 
businesses alone, most of it in 
$10,000 chunks. 

Political consultant Jack Davis, 
who counts both Jordan and Alioto in 
his stable of candidates, has played a 
behind-the-scenes role in opposing 
Achtenberg’s mayoral-succession 
amendment, Johnson said. 

“T later got word that Alioto and 
Jack Davis were both upset [by the 
amendment] because Davis has 
positioned himself so if Frank falls, 
he has Angela,” Johnson said. 

But, she said, there may be some 
unlikely allies for Achtenberg’s pro- 
gressive amendment. 

“T heard that the corporate types 
[who supported Jordan] believe that 
a recall is inevitable, so they are 
going to support Roberta’s measure 
because they don’t want Angela as 
mayor,” Johnson said. 

Welch added, “It’s my under- 


7 » standing there is some real

2 rate offices” over Jordan’s 
performance. 

“They see Jordan asa 


3 badly it will be decades 
before a business candidate 
is elected again,” Welch 
said. 

Both Welch and Johnson 
said they have heard rumors 
that business leaders plan to 
get Jordan to “clean house” 
in City Hall and appoint 
some “competent corporate 
types” who can at least stem 
the flow of comic-opera 
shenanigans that have 
plagued the Jordan adminis- 
tration. 


POWERFUL VACUUM 

In both on- and off-the-record 
interviews, political activists 
around town have marveled 
at Jordan’s incompetence as 
mayor, which they put down 
more to lack of interest in the 
grave policy concerns facing 
the city than to lack of ability. 

Welch noted that Jordan seems 
happy to perform in ceremonial 
functions, such as ribbon-cuttings 
and his recent goodwill tour of Asia. 
But the mayor seems to fade out 
when confronted with budget or pol- 
icy choices. 

“He not only has a staff problem, 
he has a ‘vision-thing’ problem,” 
Welch said. “If you don’t know 
what you want to do, you can’t pick 
people to help you do it.” 

But while the recall effort may be 
at least temporarily stymied, it could 
crystallize if Jordan picks an offen- 
sive candidate to replace Achten- 
berg when she leaves for her new 
HUD job in Washington, D.C. 

Although there are some die-hard 
idealists who believe Jordan might 
be persuaded to appoint a progres- 
sive to Achtenberg’s seat, key 
activists are pretty sure he won’t. 

It may be only a progressive para- 
noid fantasy, but Welch said he has 
heard Jordan might even appoint 
Richard Hongisto, the Elvis figure of 
San Francisco politics. (Just when 
you thought he was dead, there’s 
another sighting...) Jack Molinari is 
another possible appointee men- 
tioned by progressives, who have 
heard rumors that Jordan has nar- 
rowed his list to “three white, straight 
men.” Such an appointment could 
spur a recall effort, Welch said. “Jor- 
dan is just one major mistake away 
from a spontaneous recall.” 

Others who think Jordan 
wouldn’t dare to go that far believe 
he will select some sort of Trojan 
horse candidate who would superfi- 
cially answer progressives’ demands 
for minority and/or gay representa- 
tion but vote with conservatives. @

THIS IS A STORY with a happy ending. 
About four years ago I started seeing 
the best boy in the world. I’ve never 
met a sweeter or more beautiful 
man. A few months after we got 
together he switched to a new asth- 
ma medicine. Shortly after that I 
started to get yeast infections about 
once a month. Not only was I in 
physical pain, but my sex life was 
destroyed. Luckily we were so in 
love that we stuck together. I did 
notice that when I was away from 
him for an extended period of time 
the symptoms would disappear. We 
both got lots of tests for chlamydia, 


. mycoplasma, etc. The tests were 


negative, but I felt instinctively that 
something about him was contribut- 
ing to the problem. 

Last spring I had an appointment 
with my doctor for a Pap smear. The 
night before my sweetie and I were 
brushing our teeth when he casually 
pointed out the sores in his mouth 
from his asthma medication. The 
next day I was telling my doctor that 
I still felt vulnerable to yeast infec- 
tions even with my strict anti-candi- 
da diet and that I still felt it must 
have something to do with my 
boyfriend. She asked if there were 
any obvious sores in his mouth and I 
said there were but that they were 
medication side effects. We looked 
up his medication, Aerobid, which I 
recognized from tne color photo in 
her Physician’s Desk Reference. 
Sure enough, a known side effect of 
this drug is oral candida, which can 
spread into the gastrointestinal tract. 

He went into my doctor the next 
day and cultured positive for oral can- 
dida, a frequent side effect of all 
steroid-based drugs. It was a difficult 
process for him to come off the 
inhaler, but it has changed our rela- 
tionship around dramatically. I 
haven’t had a yeast infection in the 
eight months since he did. There are a 
lot of women with chronic yeast 
infections who probably take this sort 
of medicine or who have close, not 
necessarily sexual, contact with 
someone who does — like mother 
and child or roommates who hang 
their toothbrushes or towels near each 
other. My doctor tells me that corti- 
costeroids have also been known to 
contribute to herpes outbreaks. 

P.S. If someone does decide to 
get off medication, do it extremely 
gradually and talk to your doctor 
about it. Spread the word. @

VARIETY ON VALENCIA 


By JANET HAZEN 


VARIETY Of cafes, restau- 
rants, and food shops around 
16th Street and Valencia is 
staggering. Middle Eastern, 

Indian, Japanese, French, Mexican, 
Salvadoran, and Thai are all repre- 
sented within a four-block radius. 
Surrounded by so many choices, I 
decided to focus on the familiar, tradi- 
tional cuisine of this neighborhood by 
visiting two Latin restaurants. 

Panchita’s is a cute restaurant that 
serves home-style Salvadoran and 
Mexican fare. We found the service a 
bit aloof, but the hearty, well-pre- 
pared food made up for the “chill fac- 
tor.” The menu is divided into Mexi- 
can and Salvadoran meals, with appe- 
tizers, seafood and steak dinners, 
Mexican dinner plates, soups, and a 
few burritos. 

Pupusas ($2.50), two filled, hand- 
patted corn tortillas served with a 
vinegar-laced cabbage condiment, 
may not be the lightest way to begin a 
meal at Panchita’s, but it’s a delicious 
and satisfying dish. Filled with 
cheese, pork, or a combination of the 
two, the pupusas are cooked on a 
griddle until barely crisp on the exteri- 
or, leaving the interior hot and tasty 
— oozing with melted cheese. A 
cooling order of expertly prepared 
guacamole ($4.25) is a terrific com- 
panion to the pleasantly greasy 
pupusas. 

Chiles rellenos ($5.75) at Panchi- 
ta’s were light and fluffy on the exte- 
rior, just as they are meant to be, and 
once again, the filling of cheese was 
hot, luscious, and perfectly melted. 
Robust and generous, the chile col- 
orado ($5.50) — small niblets of ten-

der, lean pork stewed in a deep-fla- 
vored red sauce — was served with 
rice, beans, and steamed corm tortillas. 

Unfortunately, the hot tortillas 
served on the side were delivered ina 
cloth napkin that was permeated with 
pleasant-smelling, but overpowering, 
laundry detergent. 

Camarones al ajillo ($9), prawns 
cooked in a buttery substance with 
fresh cloves of melt-in-your-mouth 
garlic, sautéed onions, and green pep- 
pers, was less filling, but was served 
with the traditional rice and beans. 
The prawns were delicate and tender, 
yet flavorful and succulent. 

I wonder if Taqueria Super 
Taco, a brightly lit Mexican “fast- 
food” joint, will be able to lure some 
of those die-hard La Cumbre burrito 
fans across the street. Taqueria Super 
Taco is a fairly new addition to the 
Latin American food scene on Valen- 
cia Street. Judging from the number 
of restaurants that sell burritos, tacos, 
quesadillas, and the like, one might 
ask why someone would open yet 
another burrito joint. The answer was 
clear once we received our food. 

Unlike many neighboring burrito 
places, Super Taco offers several 
shrimp dishes, as well as menudo on 
weekends and grilled chicken every 
day of the week. Typical dishes are 
served in generous portions for very 
little money. Burritos, quesadillas, 
chiles rellenos, and enchiladas are 
offered with a large variety of fillings 
like chicken, tongue, chorizo, carne 
asada (grilled steak), carnitas (roasted 
pork), prawns, and a vegetarian fill- 
ing. Mexican sandwiches (tortas), 
tostadas de ceviche, soft tacos, dinner 
plates, and menudo are standard fare 
here as well. 

Two of us ordered two appetizers 
and two dinners, pledging to each 
other that we wouldn’t eat all of it, but 
saying we had to order so much since 

I was “reviewing.” Within seconds of 
receiving a corn quesadilla ($.75) 
made with Monterey Jack cheese 
sandwiched between two corn tor- 


tillas, and a flour quesadilla ($2.65) 
made with two lightly cooked flour 
tortillas, melted cheese, and succulent 
chunks of tender and flavorful chick- 
en, we realized that we would indeed 
eat all our food. 

Irecommend the grilled chicken 
($5.50) at Super Taco. Slabs of dark 
meat — pounded thin, marinated, and 
barely cooked on the grill — resulted 
in a wonderful, unexpected dinner. 
Served with rice, refried beans, shred- 
ded lettuce garnished with a tomato 
slice and avocado, and accompanied 
by asalsa cruda, tomatilla salsa mixed 
with avocado, and fresh radishes sta- 
tioned on each table, this dinner was 
magnificent. Also generous, a cami- 
tas super burrito ($3.75) was concoct- 
ed with whole pinto beans, delicious 
lean pork, rice, guacamole, sour 
cream, and cheese. This hefty item 
could have been hotter, but the flavors 
were pleasing. A wide assortment of 
beers, Latin sodas, and fruit drinks are 
available at Super Taco. 

If you’re in the mood to sample 
some new Mexican and Salvadoran 
food in a lively and constantly chang- 
ing neighborhood, then check out one 
or both of these fine eateries. @

TECHNO BAUBLES 
Vie taTe LY

N THE PAST few months com- 

puter-game companies have 

seemed more intent than ever 

on unleashing games filled with 
the latest techno baubles. That 


‘means games taking mucho 


megabytes of memory and storage 
space to deliver sight and sound raz- 
zle-dazzle. 

These days you’ ll find multime- 
dia-ish pyrotechnics not only in 
arcade, adventure, and role-playing 
games, but also in a slew of strategy 
games and even in that old horse- 
and-buggy, the hex-based war game. 

Is all the show biz making for 
better game play? That’s a question 
still under debate in the $400-mil- 
lion-a-year computer-gaming indus- 
try. Many gaming experts seem to 
agree that games that just talk and 
move can be fun to watch — once, 
but computer gaming must be more 
than a passive medium. 

The best products are those that 
apply techo advances to the real art 
of the industry — well-designed 
game play. Happily, a few of the 
games discussed here do just that. 


MONOPOLY DELUXE 
Systems: MS-DOS and Windows, 
Macintosh 

Who says you can’t teach old 
games new tricks? That’s exactly 
what Virgin Games has done with 
this classic. 

Virgin has kept all the rich game 
play of the board game and, in the 
Windows version I saw, added to it 
with a panoply of grab-you sounds 
and animations, witty interface 
design, and even a credible comput- 
er opponent. There’s a cost, of 
course. The Window’s version of 
Monopoly Deluxe needs a speedy 
386 processor and at least 2 megs of 
memory. 

Unlike Virgin’s first clunky 
attempt at computer Monopoly, 
Monopoly Deluxe grabs you right 
away with a blare of trumpets as 
Rich Uncle PennyBags pops out of 
the logo in the center of the playing 
board. 

The multimedia tricks make for 
lots of fun, and they help you forget 
that you’re not playing with other 
people. Click on the dice and you 
get the evocative sight and sound of 
PennyBags rattling and rolling the 
ivories. Each familiar token has its 
own sound — the dog barks and 
pants as it runs around the board, the 
shoe clops, and the hat spins and 
whooshes. When a computer oppo- 
nent is rewarded with a Get Out of 
Jail Free card, a voice exclaims, 
“Cool.” 

What’s more, the game is quite 
flexible. You can choose to play 
with official or house rules. That 
option allows you to use your 
favorite homemade regulations, like 
collecting double salary when land- 
ing on Go or not conducting busi- 
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ness when someone gets thrown in 
jail. 

Perhaps most importantly, the 
redesigned interface finally makes it 
easy in the computer version to keep 
track of cash, property, monopoliés, 
and trades. 

It’s true that for Monopoly lovers 
there’s no substitute for playing the 
board game with other folks. But if 
you’ ve never lost your childhood 
love of this game, yet find it difficult 
to lasso others into playing, 
Monopoly Deluxe is the ideal alter- 
native. 


REX NEBULAR AND THE 
COSMIC GENDER BENDER 


System: IBM 

Microprose’s first-ever animated 
graphic adventure game follows in 
the silly sexist tradition of Sierra- 
On Line’s Leisure Suit Larry, but 
happily without the tiresome stabs at 
scatological humor. 

The plot is a no-brainer. Rex 
Nebular is your slightly dim-witted, 
oversexed interplanetary adventurer. 
Rex gets marooned on the mysteri- 
ous planet Terra Androgena, which 
is populated by hostile Amazon-like 
babes. It’s his job to ogle and battle 
the babes, make the most out of his 
short-lived gender transformation, 
and ultimately recover a valuable 
vase. 

And it’s your job to crack opena 
multitude of challenging but not 
overwhelming puzzles, like figuring 
out what use a rancid hamburger 
could have during an underwater 
dive. Puzzle experts may find the 
game too easy, but it will be fine for 
the rest of us who lack an advanced 
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degree in puzzleology. 

Better yet, Rex boasts a never- 
say-die feature. When you get killed 
in Rex Nebular you don’t have to 
start the game anew. You just watch 
Rex get mauled, and then he’s 
thrown back to the spot he occupied 
before his untimely demise. 

This harmlessly silly but enjoy- 
able game also features 3-D graphic 
images and the usual high-end array 
of sound and music with lots of digi- 
tized speech in the long introduc- 
tion. 


POPULOUS II 
Systems: IBM, Amiga 

Strategy fans have long looked 
forward to a remake of Populous, 
British Bullfrog’s popular world- 
conquering-fantasy game. It should 
be a winner. The premise is a game 
player’s delight: You’re a Greek god 
seeking to conquer a thousand 
increasingly difficult worlds, and at 
your command is a host of powers 
like earthquakes and lighting bolts 
that let you wreak havoc on your 
evil opponents. 

But Populous II, like its prede- 
cessor, is plagued with the kind of 
messy execution that seems to be the 
staple of too many British imports. 

The interface is mushy to the 
mouse click, and though the game 
offers 256-color VGA graphics, the 
all-important command lines feature 
nearly indecipherable icons. Other 
designers are smart enough to pro- 
vide some kind of help function 
when using obscure icons, but not 
the boys from Bullfrog. 

What’s worse, the horribly disor- 
ganized manual fails to provide a 





pictorial representation of each 
command function alongside its 
description. Somebody should teach 
those Brits that puzzles belong in 
adventure games, not strategy-game 
manuals. 

Other annoyances include the 
failure to provide key sound effects. 
The manual claims you’ll hear any 
disaster befalling your land no mat- 
ter where you’ re situated on the 
playing field and that a heartbeat 
will signal how well you’re playing, 
but these important aural clues 
weren’t carried over from the 
Amiga version. 


Microprose’s

For Populous fanatics, the game 
does offer action-packed real-time 
war play, but for the rest of us this 
game is another opportunity lost. 


BYTE-SIZED VIEWS 


Here’s the quick lowdown on four 
other recently released games for 
IBM compatibles. 

The irreverently named Capital- 
ist Pig, for Windows only, is actual- 
ly a quite serious business simulator 
with handsome graphics but frus- 
trating game play. It moves too fast 
and bankruptcy comes too quickly. 

, What’s more, poor interface design 
means losing key information 
before it’s digested. 

The Lost Files of Sherlock 
Holmes from Electronic Arts is a 
stunningly beautiful adventure mys- 
tery that is all the more disappoint- 
ing because its linear plot leaves the 
game player plodding along won- 
dering why the game’s never afoot. 

Spectre throws you into darkest 
cyberspace in this 3-D arcade game. 
The eerie graphics and digitized 
sound effects provide a virtual reali- 
ty feel to this dangerously addictive 
trifle. 

V for Victory, from Three- 
Sixty, proves that war games don’t 
have to be untamable behemoths 
made only for statistic-fixated grog- 
nards. With two battle sets in the 
series, Three-Sixty has shown that a 
combination of excellent design, 
Super VGA graphics, and a mod- 
icum of sound effects can make 
even the hex-based war game 
fun. @

HILIP KAN GOTANDA has 
leamed a formidable reputation 
on the strength of work like 
Yankee Dawg You Die, Song 
for a Nisei Fisherman, The Wash, and, 
most recently, Fish Head Soup. Long 
associated with San Francisco’s Asian 
American Theater Company, he’s part 
of a generation of writers, actors, 
artists, and activists who have sorted 
through and shaped the rich and com- 
plicated Asian American experience. 
He is currently at the Asian Ameri- 
can Theater directing a production of 
Fish Head Soup, which premiered two 
years ago as part of the Berkeley Reper- 
tory Theatre’s Parallel Season and was 
recently directed by Oskar Eustis at 
East West Players in Los Angeles. The 
play, which Gotanda worked on inter- 
mittently for 10 years, deals with issues 
that run through much of his work: the 
Japanese American family, the legacy 
of internment, and the struggle to sur- 
vive emotionally and psychologically

Shortly after Soup’s premiere, 
Gotanda stopped writing for a time — 
he’d reached an artistic “impasse,” as 
he put it. While sorting things through, 
he wrote, directed, and starred in a short 
film, The Kiss, which was screened at 
the Sundance and Berlin film festivals. 
It will also be part of upcoming festi- 
vals in Santa Barbara and SF. And 
when he began to write again, he creat- 
eda play, Knife in the Heart, a probing, 
jarringly sexual dreamscape that’s dif- 
ferent — really different — from the 
artistic turf he’d explored in the past. 

Bay Guardian: Knife in the Heart 
seems to mark another chapter in your 
artistic journey — it’s deeply personal, 
less overtly political. Was it hard to 
head ina new direction? 

Philip Gotanda: I’m 40 now, and 


that’s a different point in the game. I’m 
trying to pay attention to what I’m feel- 
ing, to what’s inside of me. I’m trying 
to write the things that are the most 
appropriate for who and what I am right 
now, not what I was or what I want to 
be or what I want to show the world. 

Fish Head Soup took 10 years to 
write, The Wash took about five, 
Yankee Dawg took about three. This 
one took two and one-half weeks. 
I’m at a place now where I just sort 
of want to get things out of me and be 
less fussy about everything. So this 
one just tumbled out and I liked that 
process. I want to hear what’s in 
there without any censor. 

BG: You'd staked out your old turf 
so well, so eloquently. What was it like, 
leaving familiar ground? 

PG: Well, I should note this wasn’t 
all done by choice. I’d reached a place 


where I couldn’t write what I was writ- 
ing anymore. I suddenly felt as if stuff 
that I was saying Id said over and over 
again. 

I was doing projects which I felt 
were appropriate to me, and I reached 
this point where I took on a three-part 
miniseries for public television dealing 
with relations between Japan and 
America. They were great about every- 
thing, but as the deadlines approached, 
Tjust couldn’t do it. It was a classic 
writer’s block. 

And I did the whole bit: I rented out 
aroom in a hotel, said I’m just going to 
lock myself away for a week, get room 
service, I’m not going to leave. It was 
going to be just like in the movies. But 
in the movies it always has a happy 
ending: They’re sitting amidst a pile of 
papers and of course they’ve come up 
with a novel or a screenplay. But what 
happened to me was I came up with 
nothing. I had that moment looking in 
the mirror and the guy looking back at 
me had no face. I don’t want to make 
this overly dramatic, but it was high 
drama for me, because this is how I had 
defined my life, doing this kind of 
work. 

And so basically I just had to let 
them know that I could not do it. It was 
a very tough moment, and I stopped 
writing for close to a year. I’d reached a 
creative impasse. I had to break the 
mold to find new territory, a new lan- 
guage to articulate myself. ; 

BG: And you busied yourself on dif- 
ferent kinds of projects? 

PG: I directed a friend’s play [Uncle 
Tadao, by Rick Shiomi, at East West 
Players], and began collaborating with 
a friend [Dan Kuramoto from the band 
Hiroshima] ona musical. And I did the 
film. I intended to write and direct it, 
but ended up playing the central charac- 
ter as well. The response has been 
good. Things have allowed me to feel 
like: “Do what you want to do. Go to 
the edge of the cliff and jump off, if 
your instincts are good and the world is 
in sync with you a land mass will 
appear.” And I did a long spoken word 
piece [In the Dominion of Night, featur- 


ing Joe Ozu and his jazz combo] — and 
T’ll see how that works out. I just did a 
bunch of new things in hopes that they 
would awaken something in me. 

What these things did was allow me 
to look at the world through another 
medium, another kind of language. 
You have to rip apart your world, you 
have to dismantle it. And reassemble it 
in keeping with who you are in the 
moment. 

BG: Fish Head Soup took 10 years 
to complete — which allows for a lot of 
different moments. How did all the 
social and personal changes shape its 
evolution? 

PG: When I started, the issue of 
anti-Asian violence was in no way as 
big as it is now. The idea that I could 
walk down the street and someone 
would yell “Jap!” at me would have 
been rather extraordinary back then, 
especially on the West coast. Now it’s 
rather a matter of if someone is going to 
attack me. That certainly has juiced the 
piece a lot. These characters live ina 
world that has violence around them 
and violence inside of them. They 
respond to the world as it attacks them 
and they are also responding to inter- 
nalized demons, internalized racism, 
the scars left from the camps. Until at 
the end there’s an explosion, and exor- 
cism of their anger — that family’s 
response to society and to their internal- 
ized demons. 

Istarted it 10 years ago, and actually 
I didn’t know what it was I was trying 

to say. I think I was trying to extrapo- 
late where the world was going in rela- 
tion to Asians. And the stakes kept 
going up and up and up — the pres- 
sures, the sentiments, the hatred, emo- 
tional trauma — until it seems as if I 
found the ending by just paying atten- 
tion to what was going on in the world 
in terms of Asian Americans. 

BG: You’re directing this play for 
the first time. In that sense, how is this 
production going to be different from 
the others? 

PG: Well, it has all the earmarks of 
an AATC production. It’s got all the

PG: I don’t think it’s going to sur- 
vive in the way we know it. If you 
own a theater, maintaining that space 
and still doing fresh work is very hard.

What I find intriguing is a lot of the 
stuff happening South of Market, 
fringe stuff.

BG: What work have you seen in 
the past year that has worked for you, 
that really had that spark? 

PG: One piece by Han Ong, Sym- 
posium in Manila; Bowl of Beans by 
Culture Clash, parts of that I really 
liked; and like everybody, I certainly 
liked Angels in America, Part 1 in par- 
ticular. I was lucky enough to sit in on 
some of the early workshops at the 
Taper. It comes from a place where 
it’s like, “This must be said or I will 
explode.” It’s a combination of 
Tony’s [playwright Tony Kushner] 
raw passion and his facility as a writ- 
er. It was really alive onstage, really 
on fire. 

BG: When you look out at Califor- 
nia at this point, where in terms of 
Asian America do you see it artistical- 
ly? 

PG: Asian America is under siege 
at this point. It’s almost as if Asian 
Americans are supposed to disappear. 
But artistically that makes for a very 


and what’s happening inside me. In 
that way, things will take care of 
themselves, and I hope that the world 
will still be interested in hearing what 
Ihave to say. 

BG: If you’ve been in some ways a 
voice for your generation, what does 
it mean in terms of having people, 
Japanese Americans in particular, 
looking at you to continue producing 
that kind of material? 

PG: A good example was night 
before last, at the Taper where we had 
a reading of Knife in the Heart, as part 
of a new-play series. And some peo- 
ple in the audience had clearly come 
because they’d seen Fish Head Soup 
recently at the East West Players. I 
could tell they were very shocked. 
They didn’t talk to me after it was 
over. They just sort of left. It wasn’t 
the kind of piece they expected. I 
don’t mean in any way to be disre- 
spectful to people who’ve shown 
interest in my work, but at the same 
time, this is me, as honest as I can be. 
And if they have no interest, they have 
no interest; if it offends them, it 
offends them. 

It’s not that I’ve forgotten any of 
the stuff I’ve done before, or forgotten 
my politics, my sense of cultural des- 
tiny, but rather this is just the best of 
me at this point, interpreting that. You 
can’t worry about whether or not the 
world will pay attention. You just 
have to do it. If the world doesn’t like 
it, they will tell you to shut up and go 
away. It’s been good for me to pay 
attention to what’s inside me, to trust 
my instincts. @

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FULL MOON

HE WHITE PEOPLE in front 
of me at the PunchLine 
were clearly uncomfort- 
able. Two couples ona 
double date. They laughed tenta- 
tively for maybe the first 10 min- 
utes of Paul Mooney’s set, but after 
25 minutes, one of the guys called 
for the check. As Mooney predict- 
ed, his comedy, his self-labeled 
“arrogant” comedy, would make 
white people uncomfortable. His 
stuff, he says, is his reaction to 
growing up in America. He did not, 
he reminded us, grow up in France. 

Mr. Paul Mooney was doing his 
shtick, running his mouth, talking 
about white people. He was saying 
stuff that made you afraid to applaud, 
with white people in the room. When 
you clapped, you felt like a 
rebel, as if you were stand- 
ing up to the intangible, 
coded racism that is so hard 
to articulate and difficult to 
explain. But Mooney —he , 
of the goofy grin and cere 
bral, pointed (as in: at white 
people) humor— Mooney 
was talking the way black 
people don’t talk in front of 
white people. He was mak- 
ing me uncomfortable, say- 
ing the things that I often 
think (that I only occasion- 
ally write), saying things 
that elicited from me as many inter- 
nal boos as internal giggles as inter- 
nal shouts of (in way ancient ver- 
nacular) “Right on!” 

The middle-aged (early 40s) 
African American man who was 
sitting onstage at the PunchLine 
comedy club has spent many years 
writing for Richard Pryor, for Sat- 
urday Night Live and most recently 
for the Wayans family and Jn Liv- 
ing Color. Mooney is the man who 
invented Homie the Clown. He 
curses and refers to women as 
“bitches” in the way that is so com- 
mon among younger black men. 
His best material, his funniest, 
most-scathing remarks, are saved 
for white people and their culture. 
By making fun of white people, 
Mooney successfully pierces the 
balloon of mystery shrouding the 
“normalness” of white culture. He 
takes white people off point zero 
— the place from which all com- 
parisons are made —and puts them 
out in the other places with the rest 
of us. The vibe in the PunchLine — 
from audience to performer and 
back again — was funny, but never 
comfortable, never rollicking, 
never loose. 

To react, in that room, that 
night, to outwardly agree or dis- 
agree with Mooney, to egg him on 
or to try to shut him up or to 
attempt to erase him by donning 
coat and hat and leaving the club, 
was to show a roomful of strangers 
your racial politics, Mooney 
assaulted white people that 
Wednesday night, and he threw 
other races, especially black people, 





for a loop, putting us in a position 
where we felt guilty by association 
for making the white people in the 
room angry or uncomfortable. And 
he put us in a position where we felt 
glorious and revolutionary. It was a 
complicated night. 

He took whites out of their usual 
place by announcing that they too 
could be “talked about.” And then 
he proceeded to talk about them. 
Not in the same old “white people 
can’t dance” way, though some of 
his jokes bounced around in that 
arena. But in a thoughtful, even 
humorless way that made a lot of 
the white people very defensive. 
Mooney’s uncanny sense of where 
all of our open wounds were hidden 
made it difficult to laugh without 
reservation. For him white culture 
is like any other culture — open to 

the same ridicule and 
dissection. Mooney 
stayed on white people 
all night long, relent- 
lessly dogging them, 
making us all hyper- 
conscious of race. 

His live perfor- 
mance far outshines his 
new album, Race. Race 
is fine, a laugh every 
other minute, but in 
front of an audience 
Mooney is far more 
topical and current. He 
feeds off the audience, 

He thrives on their dis- 
comfort, loves the fact that people 
are quietly offended. “White people 
have not built up the thick skins that 
minorities have had to,” Mooney 
says, perched on a stool, sipping 
cognac. “Nigger this nigger that 
look at the funny niggers,” he sing- 
songs. Then he snorts: “Let some- 
body start talking about white peo- 
ple and they get all offended. They 
can’t take it.” Then he says clearly 
and slowly, addressing white peo- 
ple — looking various ones in their 
eyes: “Turnabout is fair play. You 
motherfuckers can get talked about, 
too.” 

“White people are scared,” he 
says, changing, addressing non- 
whites. “Because minorities are 
taking over. White people love to 
look back on those Gidget days 
when they were all white and won- 
derful and surfing and everybody 
was just white and happy and not 
worried about niggas. But now they 
worry. Because they can’t out-fuck 
the Mexicans — minorities, in 
numbers alone, are taking over, and 
white folks are scared because they 
are afraid that we are going to do to 
them exactly what they’ve done to 
us.” 

And then without any trace of a 
smile he says, talking again to the 
white people in the room as if 
repeating some long-repeated apho- 
rism: “And they are absolutely 
right. When the shit turns around, 
we are going to treat you exactly 
like you’ve treated us: like shit.”

VER RIDDEN the outdoor ele- 
vators at the Fairmont 
Hotel? In Emie Gehr’s 1992 
film Side/Walk/Shuttle, the 
many trips you’Il take up and down 
one of the Fairmont’s elevators will 
leave you blissed out and messed up. 

The SF Cinematheque screens 
Side/Walk/Shuttle on Sunday, March 
7, as part of a retrospective honoring 
Gehr, a veteran filmmaker who lives 
in San Francisco and teaches at the 
SF Art Institute. 

Watching the film, it’s not imme- 
diately obvious where you are. And 
that’s part of its beauty: There’s no 
principal perspective from which to 
judge the rest of the film. Gehr could 
set the scene with a straightforward 
ride; instead, he starts off going 
down, his camera at a skewed upside- 
down angle and pointing into the 
street below, and we’re forced to sur- 
render. We cannot worry about par- 
ticulars — we have to let the images 
just be.

T ONCE REPELLANT and 
fascinating, Falling Down 
— the latest Michael Dou- 
as rile-’em-up, a vigi- 
lante flick for the Sunday papers’ 
think-piece set — isn’t just a movie 
with teeth. It’s a sociological feeding 
frenzy, a Hungry Man dinner of white 
male anxiety, a feast of civil dysfunc- 
tion and cinematic binge-and-purge. 
And best/worst of all, it chews with its 
mouth open: You see every “nuance” 
and “meaning” mashed up and 
wedged between its choppers. 
Douglas — an out-of-work engi- 
neer who’s identified as D-FENS (the 
name on his vanity plates) —com- 
mits L.A.’s unthinkable act: He aban- 
dons his car (and his self-control) dur- 
ing a minor rush-hour backup. 
While his on-foot odyssey seems 
meant to mirror humanity’s decline, 
his actions evoke an uneasy alliance

And when we do, Side/Walk/Shut- 
tle becomes a joyride. You’d never 
know there was so much to see from 
a single location. The cable cars, 
buses, and auto traffic below; the 
strange patterns the nearby buildings 
make when they streak across the 
film frame; the sea of rooftops slowly 
stretching out across the city; the 
wide, stunning view Gehr allows 
once or twice of the Bay and the Oak- 
land hills beyond. The film gives 
“{nfinite surprise within a finite 
frame,” to borrow a Robert Bresson 
quote Tom Gunning uses in the Gehr 
monograph. It’s published by the SF 
Cinematheque in conjunction with 
the retrospective. 

Though each sequence is beauti- 
ful, as we get deeper into the film and 
watch the perspective change over 
and over, it begins to mess with our 
heads. We ride down but look up, and 
vice-versa; the film reverses so traffic 
moves backward; we hold on to an 
upside-down horizon line so that the 
buildings enter the frame from above, 
then sink into the blue sky as if it

between Charles Death Wish Bron- 
son and Burt The Swimmer Lancast- 
er. Wandering through the City of 
Quartz’s thicket of signs — “will 
work for food” placards, graffiti- 
altered billboards, and Robbie Conal 
posters — his effect on the environ- 
ment has the immediacy of a tabloid 
headline. Drive-by shootings and 
convenience-store lootings — often 
of his own making — seem to sprout 
in his wake. 

Victim, avenger, psycho, citizen? 
He’s all of the above. 

If Douglas’ performance — as 
serious/absurd as any his father ever 
created — seems less a discernibly 
coherent character than a wandering 
discourse on contemporary ills, it’s 
neither the actor’s failing nor an acci- 
dent of Ebbe Roe Smith’s canny, 
cantankerous script. Better to think of 
D-FENS as a roving, heat-packing, 
drive-time radio talk-show host: One 
minute you're nodding your head in 
agreement with his righteous indig- 
nation, the next you’re dropping your 
jaw at his reactionary outrages. 





were quicksand. On top of all this, 
Gehr’s collection of sounds — inde- 
cipherable conversations from inside 
the elevator, loud shoes on pavement, 
a woman ordering lunch, echoes 
from inside a train station — further 
broadens the experience. We’re con- 
fused. We’re lost. We’re very dizzy. 

On the same program with Side/ 
Walk/Shuttle, Gehr premieres his 
brand-new film, Daniel Willi, 
March April May 1992, and it’s a 
welcome respite. The footage is 
almost exclusively of Gehr’s new- 
born son, Daniel, and because of 
this, you could mistake it as the self- 
indulgence of a new father. But 
even when it comes to family, 
Gehr’s visual explorations run 
deeper than mere sentiment. 

Gehr brings us down to Daniel’s 
level, examining him and his world 
in fascinating (and mostly silent) 
detail: We watch his face contort, 
his head tilt and roll about, his 
hands and feet clench and twist. Just 
how small this world is becomes 
suddenly clear when Gehr cuts 
away from the closeups to show 
tiny Daniel in his mother’s arms. 
Shots inside Gehr’s apartment and a 
view out the window are simple and 
plain, but from Daniel’s viewpoint, 
they’re vast, unexplored territories. 

Like in Side/Walk/Shuttle, there 
is no dominant perspective running 
through Daniel Willi. We may be 
looking almost constantly at one per- 
son, but the camera never rests for 
long: Gehr is always cutting away or 
changing positions. He doesn’t buy 
into the single-bullet theory of film- 
making: There is no right way to 
approach, or watch, a subject. 

This is key to “getting” Gehr’s 
work. The pretexts of both films 
may be simple enough — an eleva- 
tor, a baby — but all that we’re see- 
ing could stretch into forever. @

Falling Down couldn’ click if its 
signals weren’t so mixed. Such is the 
mandate of the Hollywood comedy 
of social entropy: Bellicosity and 
belly laughs must collide, but never 
combine. The individual indiscre- 
tions of central characters — murder, 
mayhem — may obtain eye-for-an- 
eye retribution, meted out with a 
Three Stooges jab, but the nauseating 
backdrop of everyday life is left to 
swirl round and round. 

Slack should be cut for undistin- 
guished director Joel Schumacher 
and cinematographer Andrej 
Bartkowiak, who’ve created a terrific 
look for the film: a claustrophobic, 
autumnal smog-noir. But Douglas’ 
performance and Smith’s screenplay 
—aschizo update of /t’s a Mad Mad 
Mad Mad World (with Robert Duvall 
in Spencer Tracy’s retirement-ready 
cop role), as if rewritten by J.G. Bal- 
lard — deserve the real credit/deri- 
sion for Falling Down’s noncommit- 
tal social rubbernecking. It’s every 
bit as sexy as a car crash, and just as 
enjoyable/awful to watch. @ 





FALLING DOWN 

Not only is the plot of Joel Schumach- 
er's thriller riveting, so is its skillfully 
interwoven second theme of the 
appalling frustrations that are today’s 
urban reality. Short-fused unemployed 
defense employee Michael Douglas is 
gridlocked on the L.A. freeway. He 
finally abandons his car and asks a near- 
by Asian convenience-store owner for 
change so he can call ex-wife Barbara 
Hershey. Curtly told he must buy some- 
thing first he demolishes the store with 
a baseball bat, taking a major step 
along a path of potential self-destruc- 
tion that involves gangland youths who 
also lose out to his rage, plus a fast-food 
restaurant that won't serve him break- 
fast because he’s two minutes late. By 
now veteran cop Robert Duvall, who's 
only hours away from the early retire- 
ment insisted upon by his neurotic wife, 
is on his trail, and as the two men meet, 
Douglas demoniacally demonstrates 
what can happen to a middle-class man 
when the American Dream comes 
falling down around him. (Coronet, SF;

RICH IN LOVE 

To come home from schoo! to a letter 
from her mother Jill Clayburgh saying 
she’s left the family “to start a second 
life” is something for which 17-year- 
old Kathryn Erbe isn’t prepared. She 
retypes it to soften the blow for her 
father, Albert Finney — after all, 
they've been married 27 years. Finney 
reads it, and from then on pads 
around only in pajamas, concocting 
potato chip and mayo sandwiches, 
oblivious to Erbe’s putting her own life 
on hold to take care of him. Then live- 
ly eldest daughter Susy Amis arrives 
with new husband Kyle MacLachlan, 
announcing she’s pregnant and home 
to stay, which jolts Finney back to life 
and a date with more-than-agreeable 
Piper Laurie, and where these new 
beginnings take them all is what Bruce 
Beresford’s down-to-earth, very natu- 
ral movie's all about. Its only deterrent 
is Erbe, who turns a major role minor, 
despite which the rest of the cast 
makes the remainder of the movie 
very well-fixed, if not rich, in love.

Remember when dancing meant peo- 
ple actually touched each other? Baz 
Luhrmann’s lively movie brings back 
much more than the memory via ball- 
room-dancing championships in Syd- 
ney, Australia. Erstwhile pro Pat 
Thompson’s upset about her terpsi- 
chorean terror of a son Paul Mercurio, 
who's constantly disqualified because 
his radical style isn’t “strictly ballroom.”

NE THING I’ve always liked 

about the theater is that it 

makes use of actual plays 

— and if this seems an 
inevitability, consider the artistic “evo- 
lution” found in the current Magic and 
Playstitute premieres. Both use essen- 
tially “found” texts: texts not so much 
written, or even adapted, as annexed 
for the stage. 

Our recognition factor and the pre- 
sumed heightened intensity of live 
performance are their major raisons 
d’étre, but it’s questionable whether 
simply transposing material from one 
medium to another lends it any new 
resonance. Or, for that matter, makes it 
more than theater-by-circumstance. 
While both have their selling points, 
Unquestioned Integrity and Dolls 
leave you with the feeling of some- 
thing likely ersatz and redundant — 
one might call them karaoke dramas. 


Unquestioned Integrity is Magic 
associate artistic director Mame 
Hunt’s pastiche of transcripts from the 
1991 Senate confirmation hearings of 
Supreme Court nominee Clarence 
Thomas. For three days, the gro- 
tesquely handled proceedings publicly 
dissected two successful African 
Americans, piling accusation upon 
accusation — Professor Anita Hill 
suggested to be “living in a fantasy 
world” or operating as “a martyr for 
the civil rights movement” (the hor- 
ror!). Her former boss Thomas, 
accused of consistent sexual harass- 
ment nearly 10 years earlier, hit on 
both a powerful collective nerve and a 
brilliant diversional tactic by charac- 
terizing the whole “circus” as a stereo- 
type-affirming “demonization” — “a 
high-tech lynching for uppity blacks.” 

In the short term, Hill was conde- 
scendingly treated by Senate members 
and most of the press, while Thomas’ 
“destroyed” life rolled right into the 
Supreme Court slot. In the long term, 
the hearings have had an extraordinary 
impact. Their very air of irresolution 
pushed the issue and idea of sexual 
harassment onto the national table, 
creating a tentatively sensitized cli- 
mate — and nudging the door open 
toward this year’s flood of high-rank- 





ing female Clinton appointees. The 
nagging, more subtly present ques- 
tions of racism, on the other hand, 
largely fled back into the closet. 

Reducing some 1,200 pages of 
transcription to 75 minutes of stage 
time, Unquestioned Integrity doesn’t 
reinterpret the hearings so much as 
recreate their messy forum. Director 
Ellen Sebastian tries to keep some sort 
of visual energy going via shifts in the 
lighting, sound, and simple set 
designs. 
That aside, the play basically does 
what it does — it gives us an opportu- 
nity to re-examine the Hill/Thomas 
conundrum in the curious form of the- 
atrical re-enactment. Reducing the 
various senatorial interviewers to one 
composite figure (well played by Leo 
Downey) aptly underlines the notion 
of African American success and sex- 
uality “on trial” as judged by an 
unchanging white power structure. 
Otherwise, Hunt’s adaptation omits 
even implicit personal commentary. 
Her editorial choices hone in on the 
most eloquent and emotional of the 
two protagonists’ own testimonies — 
ina sense leaving us to “judge” them 
once again, as in 1991. 

If Unquestioned Integrity ultimate- 
ly frustrates in its clinging to a docu- 


mentary purity, the actors are hardly at 
fault. Margo Hall’s Hill retains her 
model’s real-life steady intelligence 
and no-muss exterior — if Hill had 
showed more ‘vulnerability,’ how 
much more sympathetic and credulous 
would the press/public/Senate have 
been? (Women are still expected to 
crumble under pressure as ‘proof’ of 
their trauma; stony-faced men are 
assumed to be stoic.) 

Appearing late, Artis Fountaine 
lends his Thomas a scarifying indigna- 
tion that, as on the original broadcasts, 
momentarily tums all tables. When 
Hunt brings them together for a dis- 
comfiting confrontation of alternating 
monologues near the end, this evening 
begins adding to its pre-existing 
debates. Most of the time, however, 
Unquestioned Integrity merely reiter- 

_ates. When a videocassette of the actu- 
al events would say as much, and more 
pointedly, you have to wonder just 
what all the effort is for. 


FAITHFULLY TACKY 

Phillip R. Ford’s Dolls is less mysteri- 
ous. A stage version of the movie ver- 
sion of Jacqueline Susann’s book (got 
that?) was probably inevitable, 
because the 1967 film has been con- 
summate drag-camp since its original 
release. Though Susann’s best-selling 
titillation ensured Valley of the Dolls 
some major box office, Mark Rob- 
son’s flick seemed like the last dodder- 
ing remnant of Old Hollywood — 
hideously appointed, senile with up- 
to-the-moment “shock” elements, 
laughably square in every aspect. No 
good queen would be without a few 
lines of its famously bad dialogue in 
his/her back pocket. You never know 
when the opportunity to grimace 
“Sparkle, Neely, sparkle!,” et al. might 
come up. 

Still, movies are one thing and 
stage endeavors another, a concept 
that hasn’t yet penetrated the city’s 
burgeoning drag theater scene. Ford 
(of Rhino’s The Bad Seed and the film 
Vegas in Space) has come up with the 
most elaborate and probably most 
enjoyable of all the recent screen-to- 
stage campfests. But it’s still concep- 
tually problematic. For all its stupidity, 
the script for the original Valley is 
pretty tightly wound, getting Susann’s 
epic soap opera down to two hours’ 
screen time. Translated basically ver- 
batim (some reshuffling and an added 
musical number aside), itremains 
designed for the more visually fluid 
medium — necessitating some three 
hours as cast and crew clunk through 
every laborious scene change. Why 
not keep the required tinhorn verbiage, 
compact the extraneous action, and 
deliver something more genuinely the- 
atrical? 

Its longueurs aside, Dolls still 
offers a fair share of faithfully tacky 
laughs. In this context, Susann “tears 
the wig” off the corrupting ways of 
show biz with gender-bending spins 
scarcely removed from Robson’s plas- 
tic glamour and melodrama. Neely 
(Connie Champagne), Anne (Flynn), 
and Jennifer (Jade) are the three 
ingenues who variously survive and 
crumble in the swinging world of 
1960s NYC and Hollywood. Pills, 
booze, doomed romance, and the odd 
fatal illness dot the path of these quasi- 
liberated career gals. 


Most of the fun comes from the 
often willfully amateur, sometimes 
inspired spins local personalities take 
on their big-screen role models. After 
aslow start, Champagne gets a suit- 
ably overblown hold on Patty Duke’s 
trash-diva interp — and her voice is 
ideally suited to the catchy/dim origi- 
nal Previn songs, arranged/played here 
by J. Raoul Brody. (Having to hold a 
mike crimps her imitation of Duke’s 
inimitable lounge-act gesticulations, 
however.) Jade and Flynn offer glim- 
merings of irony while sticking to the 
blank acting styles of Barbara Parkins 
and Sharon Tate. Miss X is well cast as 
aging superbitch star Helen Lawson, 
though he needs to loosen up a little in 
his enviable big scenes. Timmy 
Spence, Steve Small, and Johnny Kat 
have good moments in supporting 
Toles. 

While the flamboyant costumes 
and pasteboard sets amuse, Dolls is 
most effective during Ford’s several 
projected film sequences — Neely’s 
training montage and Anne’s TV com- 
mercial are the funniest. Presumably 
the cost was prohibitive, but Dolls 
would have made more sense if it had 
simply remade the whole 1967 mon- 
strosity on celluloid, ideally in truncat- 
ed form. The hybridized compromise 
of Ford’s stage entity is redundant — 
perhaps parodying Valley is an oxy- 
moronic notion anyhow — but that 
scarcely bothers its audience, who 
howled through last Thursday’s per- 
formance from start to finish. @

DARK COWGIRLS AND PRAIRIE 
QUEENS 
Linda Parris-Bailey’s play portrays 
seven African American women of 
the frontier: slaves escaping to 
freedom, artists, spies, whores — 
women of strength and fierce 

_ independence. She tries to faithful- 
ly render their complexity and that 
of the world in which they lived, 
but her dramatizations alternate 
confusingly compressed narratives 
with lengthy, static debates 
between characters. The acting of 
her Carpetbag Theatre troupe is 
uneven, though Linda Upton-Hill, 
Belinda Hicks, and Bert Tanner 
offer strong performances. 

Dark Cowgirls does have effec- 
tive moments. The piece soars 
when the actors sing together in 
rich choral harmonies. Upton-Hill 
as Biddy Mason makes a stirring 
plea to a California court for her 
freedom, and Hicks as Black Mary 
tells a frightening and funny story 
about holding a pack of wolves at 
bay. The most telling segment 
again features Hicks as Mary 
Alexander, a washerwoman who 
sings her work songs to the tune of 
a white neighbor's beloved opera 
arias. This vignette speaks volumes 
about black struggles to maintain 
cultural identity under white domi- 
nation, and it does so with humor 
and dramatic economy. If only the 
rest of the play were as powerful 
and well structured. Dark Cowgirls 
proves, alas, that fascinating history 
doesn't always make for com- 
pelling theater.

NE OF THE joys of writ- 

ing about dance is to 

see a work like John 

LeFan’s Lola; one of its 
pains is to suffer through Nanna’s 
Lied, Helgi Tomasson’s newest 
creation for the San Francisco 
Ballet. Both works look at the life 
of one woman and try to make the- 
atrical sense of it. But what a dif- 
ference in approach, imagination, 
and sensibility. 

Under Tomasson’s guidance, 
San Francisco Ballet has become 
one of the most vibrant dance 
companies in the country. As a 
choreographer he is unoriginal, 
but for the most part refined and 
elegant. In such works as “Haff- 
ner” Symphony, just finished in its 
most recent incarnation, and Le 
Quattro Stagioni, which the com- 
pany will reprise starting March 9, 
the results can be luminous and 
lovely. 

With Nanna, however, Tomas- 
son steps into soap-opera land. 
Plopped into an otherwise gra- 
cious program of his own Con 
Brio, the clever and imaginative 
Aunis, and the Americana tribute 
to Lew Christensen of his Filling 
Station, Nanna was painful to 
watch. Created to stretch Tomas- 
son ballerina Elizabeth Loscavio 


into the dramatic repertoire, this 
vapid piece of melodrama was no 
service to a very capable dancer. 

Tomasson stripped eight of 
Kurt Weill’s songs of their context 
and strung them into a scenario of 
a young woman’s arrival, seduc- 
tion, abandonment, and despair in 
the big city. What an opportunity 
this could have to been to look at 
this simple story with the eyes of 
someone aware of the history — 
actual and theatrical — that has 
passed since the Caligari/Lulu/ 
Metropolis of Germany’s late 
1920s. There was no need to stick 
to cartoon characterization. 

The dance language was 
clichéd to the point of embarrass- 
ment. The ladies of the night 
slinked, the rough gadabouts strut- 
ted, and Jacob Schmidt, the seduc- 
er, lured leeringly. In the climactic 
confrontation between Nanna and 
her Johnny (Anthony Randazzo), 
she flings herself on his back, he 
drags her across the stage, and she 
collapses at his feet as he steps 
away washing his hands of her. 
Her hair disheveled, her clothes 
torn, Loscavio tried her best, 
falling into despair. He looked 
like a latter-day Lucia di Lammer- 
more. A modern dancer attempt- 
ing this kind of travesty would be 
hooted out of town. The Ballet is 
taking Nanna to New York. 


A COMPELLING PORTRAIT 


During the second weekend of this 
year’s season, the Bay Area Dance 
Series mounted John LeFan’s 
Lola, first seen at the Intersection 
for the Arts last year. At Laney 


College, the piece looked both 
airy and intimate with Lauren 
Elder’s red and black dresses 
wafting above the audience, a set 
of closed doors, and a gateway to 
hell from stacked suitcases 
onstage. 

Lola, as the program notes tell 
you up front, is the story of Limén 
dancer Lola Huth, who died of an 
illegal abortion shortly before the 
Roe v. Wade decision. Chore- 
ographed by LeFan and the two 
dancers, Anne Aronov and Fred- 
die Long, Lola is much more than 
a pro-choice piece of feminist the- 
ater. It takes a painful, poterttially 
explosive subject and treats it 
without a trace of sentimentality 
or oversimplification for political 
expediency. 

Not that there aren’t weakness- 
es. The choreography of swooping 
and flowing lines, no doubt 
intended to evoke the Limon style 
of the 1960s, could use more dif- 
ferentiation. The two dancers are 
not equal in ability: Aronov is 
markedly the more skilled in this 
weighty give-and-take. The mosa- 
ic approach of constantly chang- 
ing voices, both onstage as the 
dancers assume new parts, and 
those of the readers on tape, 
makes the narrative not always as 
clear as it could be. But as a whole 
this is a sensitive, honest piece of 
dance theater recalling that heady 
era of the ’60s when dance for the 
first time became a full partner 
with the other arts. 

Based on letters by Huth, her 
family, and friends, Lola creates a 
vivid picture of a dancer’s life, 
from the exhilaration of learning 
to lift a leg to the count of nine to 
having found that affordable cold- 
water flat in New York. The 
excitement of travel mingled with 
utter exhaustion, the poverty and 
the companionship of fellow 
dancers, the fear and reality of 
injury, all are invoked with 
momentary references to what else 
is going on in the world: the Beat- 
les, Woodstock, the first antiwar 
protests. Yet they are but a back- 
drop to a life consumed by dance. 

When the dreaded moment 
finally comes — necessary 
because of a slipped IUD anda 
doctor who could help only after 
she had started the process herself 
— the piece comes to a dead stop. 
It could not have been better han- 
dled. There was nothing to do but 
be. As the mother quietly recalls 
what happened with scissors, 
tongs, and hot water, the man in 
front of me put his arm around the 
woman next to him. The lights 
went down and a photograph of a 
dancing Huth appeared on one of 
those closed doors. The ’60s may 

have been great, but they weren’t 
that great. @

A LATE-MODEL MUNCH

DVARD MUNCH WAS one of 
the greatest painters of anxi- 
ety who ever lived. Even 
those who wouldn’t know a 
Manet from a Michelangelo instantly 
recognize Munch’s existential icon 
The Scream (1893), with its bands of 
blood-red shock waves reverberating 
around a shrieking skeletal troll 
stopped along a lonely bridge. 

Not only did Vincent van Gogh 
exert a considerable influence on this 
hallucinatory masterpiece by the 
angst-ridden Norwegian modernist, 
these two northern European symbol- 
ist-expressionist painters were flip 
sides of the same fin-de-siécle coin: a 
lust for life versus a dance of death. 
For both, the subject matter of their 
paintings ultimately became vehicles 
for projecting their turbulent emotion- 
al states onto the canvas. 

Munch’s family tree was twisted 
and truncated. His childhood was 
largely spent keeping a deathwatch in 
the family’s sickroom. By the time he 
was 14, both his mother and his 
beloved sister Sophie had succumbed 
to tuberculosis. His father, a puritani- 
cal religious fanatic who later 
destroyed many of Munch’s early 
paintings that incorporated the female 
nude, made life a living hell. 

The frigid climate around the Arc- 
tic Circle also bred an art of extremes. 
For sheer intensity, no one, not even 
the Dutch master, could match the 
frail-looking figures or the limp 
bodies meiting into one another. 
Anxiety, passion, jealousy, long- 
ing, and despair were the themes 
running through “The Frieze of 
Life,” Munch’s grand allegorical 
cycle of paintings and prints from the 
mid-1890s. 

Given his personal history and the 
group of bohemian intellectuals he 
associated with, it’s not surprising that 
Munch’s early adulthood was spent in 
a state of psychosexual hysteria. Sexu- 
ality was a dark force, but Woman was 
the darkest force of all — a temptress 
who seduces, then devours, her prey. 
Like the characters in an Ibsen or 


Edvard Munch's Death of Marat (Man and Woman III). 


Strindberg drama, Munch’s prostrate 
protagonists are usually portrayed as 
victims paralyzed by forces beyond 
their control. 

Though it’s entirely out of our con- 
trol, the second-largest Munch exhibit 
ever seen in the United States — 58 
paintings, 22 prints (lithographs, etch- 
ings, woodcuts), 15 drawings (char- 
coals, gouaches, watercolors) — 
ought to be cause for celebration. Put 
together by the Munch Museum in 
Oslo in 1988 to commemorate the 
artist’s 125th birthday, “Munch and 
His Models 1912-1944” arrives at the 
University Art Museum in Berkeley 
(its sole U.S. venue) after touring 
Europe and Japan. Ostensibly focus- 
ing on the six female models he paint- 
ed during the last three decades of his 
life, what we encounter is a wildly dis- 
parate body of work in search of a true 
unifying thread. 

Man and Woman in Garden I 
(1925) recaptures the morbid spiritual 
malaise of “The Frieze of Life” ina 
latter-day Eden setting. The Tree of 
Knowledge has been sliced open to 
unleash a bloody circulatory system 
coursing across the canvas, while bul- 
bous apples bob around an anemic 
self-portrait of the aging artist like red 
corpuscles. Eve, for her part, is depict- 
ed in the guise of a kinder, gentler 
femme fatale of strong peasant stock. 
Both figures seem caught in an erotic 
undertow. 

Many of the less successful large- 
scale portraits also strive for strident 
clashes of color, but too often smack 
of a tepid rose-water expressionism or 
flat fauvism. Full Summer IT (1915), 
with its bright pinks and lavenders, 
recalls Matisse’s Joy of Life, but the 
even sunnier Sunbathing I (1915) 
brings to mind Renoir’s late nudes. 
When you start thinking of Munch in 
terms of Renoir, something is ludi- 
crously wrong. : 

What gives? Essentially, much of 
Munch’s later work lost its edge fol- 
lowing his recovery from a nervous 
breakdown suffered in 1908. In a good 
two-thirds of the work on display, it’s 
all too apparent that peace of mind did 
irreparable damage to his art. 





Fortunately, there are some real 
standouts scattered amid the medi- 
ocrities (many of the drawings and 
prints retain a raw power lacking in 
the paintings), such as the Kirchner- 
esque Self-Portrait After the Spanish 
Influenza (1919) and a visceral Weep- 
ing Nude (1913) that harks back to his 
famous icon of Puberty (1893). In the 
updated version, a young girl no 
longer sits perched demurely on the 
edge of a bed with her legs clamped 
shut; rather, they’re splayed open. The 
entire surface of this bed appears to be 
soaked in menstrual blood as viscous 
red rivulets run down the canvas. 

At the other end of the first gallery, 
there’s a terrifically queasy watercolor 
in which Munch restages the Death of 
Marat (Man and Woman III) (1913— 
15) featuring his live-in housekeeper, 
Ingeborg Kaurin, as the cold-blooded 
murderer Charlotte Corday. Munch’s 
private mor(t)ality play unfolds within 
a claustrophobic boudoir whose air- 
less, windowless space recalls the liv- 
ing tomb of Munch’s childhood and 
The Death Chamber (1892). 

The folks who installed the exhibit 
have an annoying habit of overlighting 
some works while underlighting oth- 
ers. In the case of Cleopatra and Slave 
(1916-20), the “cheery” female half is 
given the spotlight treatment, while 
the male half is left in darkness. Is this 
merely curatorial shortsightedness, or 
a conscious attempt to make Munch 
more palatable (or P.C.) to the general 
public? The placement of certain 
pieces is also questionable. In one 
instance, a small yet virulent watercol- 
or and gouache, Model in a Dressing 
Gown (1919-21), is dwarfed by a sac- 
charine trio allegorizing Morning, 
Noon, and Evening. 

Although “Munch and His Mod- 
els” is hardly the ideal Munch 
show, it’s still a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to view an extended 
body of his work. In the very best 
pieces, enough stress lines show 
through the.sweetness to address 
our own age of anxiety. @

C AN WEIN Chic still

“When I first heard Giorgio 
Moroder, I didn’t realize he had 
something called a ‘sequencer,’ ” 
says Rodgers, remembering the 
dance musician who did the most to 
make Chic’s traditional R&B 
method of assembling a sound 
obsolete. “I thought ‘sequencer’ 
was a brand-name keyboard. I said, 
‘Hell, he’s the greatest keyboard 
player I ever heard.’ So in “I Want 
Your Love,” I tried so hard on the 
guitar to copy Moroder’s sound. 
Then I found out he had a machine! 
Could do anything he wanted. Back 
up, rephase, anything. It’s frustrat- 
ing, the incredibly limited role 
that’s left to me as a guitarist, and it 
hurts — you have to remember that 
in the ’60s and ’70s 
there’d be two, 
even three guitars 
at a session. Not to 
have a guitar ata 
session sounded 
quirky.”

OME BANDS MAKE you sweat by urging you into 
the mosh pit with sonic brutality and guitar sav- 


agery; others, generally with a supreme sense of 
cool, zap your butt a-wagging on‘its barstool ’til ya 
can’t take it no mo’, soon finding yo’ bad self shakin’ 
’n’ quakin’ on the dance floor. Cone of Silence falls 
into the latter department: Groove Inc., if you will. 

A four-piece, they strip the music down to its essen- 
tials: a fat, thumping bass (courtesy of Ed-Mike Sales- 
ki); ultra-solid, fully funked-up beats (Corey Bovyer); 
burnin’ guitar that barely veers from the stacked rhyth- 
mic lure (Chris Schlick); and a powerhouse word-phrasin’ 
machine in tough temptress Minty Fresh (a.k.a. Vein, 
in the tape’s credits). 

Their five-song self-titled demo kicks off with a deft 
rap and supercharged funk groove (like a fuzz-drenched 
Royal Crescent Mob) that crescendoes into the infec- 
tious chorus, “Fuck the deficit / Hell yeah!” repeated over 
and over for maximum impact. At the bridge they drop 


the dynamics way low, and everyone regresses, “Ring 
around the rosie ... We all fall down!” 

On the band’s bouncy, almost ska-like theme song, 
Minty’s soulful tenor sax punctuates the locked-on funky 
sync of the rhythm section. Though she rarely blows 
the crucial solo, her meaty sound richly augments the 
heavy groove. 

“Subway Culture” and “Cop Car,” just like “Fuck the 
Deficit,” pack tight, formidable rhythmic drives that 
rev into overdrive at the catchy choruses. Ms. Fresh 
particularly engages with her sultry, kinda countrified 
self-harmonizin’ around the squiggly guitar snakin’ on 
“Cop Car.” The final track, “Dirty Liar,” punches with 
more of the same, though, and an almost-slurred-then- 
frenzied vocal delivery keeps the jam pumped. This 
should be an all-night affair.

Cell is a classic example of Indie 
Rock Today: music that wants to 
be alternative, believes it has out- 
grown new wave, and steals 
from, say, Bad Company rather 
than the Early Greats or the New 
Masters. Cell is from Hoboken, 
the hometown of hybridism, 
where Yo La Tengo first decided 
that Leonard Cohen should have 
been in Sonic Youth. The Cell 
sound is often slow, with a con- 
trolled, almost anal kind of 
grunge, an unabashed repetition 
of bass line, drum beat, lyrics — 
anything handy. Although “Fall,” 
the first cut on Slo*Blo, perfectly 
exemplifies this aesthetic, it 
sounds as if Cell might break into 
a cover of Talk Talk’s “It’s My 
Life” or “Ghost in You” by the 
Psych Furs at any moment. 

The problem is that Cell 
would feel put down by this 
comparison. They seem to feel 
empowered by their musical limi- 
tations, as though committing 
one riff per song to memory and 
having a great record collection 
equals rock and roll. Lead vocalist 
Jerry Dirienzo would probably be 
happier with an actually digitized 
blend of Bob Mould and Ozzy 
Osbourne than with his own 
manual attempt to imitate them 
both at the same time. There’s 
not a lot to hate here, and you 
can’t really blame them — when 
nine inch nails is winning heavy- 
metal Grammys anyone could 
get confused.

While gothic country music from a young Tasmanian sounds as esoteric as 
Tibetan punk rock, Simon Bonney’s take on American music is not really so 
incongruous. Rather, it’s a culmination of his journey across three continents, 
from a childhood on the southern Australian island, to a stint with movie 
music in Berlin, to his recently adopted home of Los Angeles. Despite all his 
relocations and transformations, Bonney’s music has retained a lonely, 
spare quality that conjures visions of quiet, open spaces. It’s what makes — 
him soul mates with filmmaker Wim Wenders, who used a song by Bon- 
ney’s former band, Crime and the City Solution, to complement his own 
panoramic expressions in Until the End of the World. And it's also what 
connects his outback farmboy upbringing to his love for the resonances of 
the American West. After all, Australia is a place topographically similar to 
the American West, and its plains, mountains, and deserts are thus cap- 


tured by the same sound track. 


On his solo debut Forever (Mute/Elektra), Bonney emphasizes atmosphere 
and imagery over concrete melody and meaning, making it a record impres- 
sionistically, while not formally, country. Eight of the album‘s nine songs 
feature some combination of fiddle, dobro, brushes, mandolin, and steel gui- 
tar, but only “Someone Loves You,” with its steady bassline and snare shuf- 
fle, passes for country by traditional definitions. Bonney uses the sounds of 
these instruments, particularly the slide and twang of steel guitar, as tools 
to sculpt the sonic equivalent of a big-sky landscape — a home on the 


range. 


At times, Bonney’s fragile baritone and dark, folksy musings are remi- 
niscent of a young Leonard Cohen, Bonney echoing Cohen’s understated, 
controlled phrasing on “Like Caesar Needs a Brutus,” — Forever’s most 
intense piece — and even borrowing the paradoxical lyrics “| need you /...| 
don’t need you.” Other times, he goes for a more neo-rockabilly crooner 
effect: “Now That She’s Gone,” with only a blistering electric guitar back- 
ing, finds Bonney’s voice soaring as much as his limited cords allow — not 
quite Roy Orbison, though maybe Chris Isaak. 

But while Bonney is successful in evoking the sounds of silence and expanse, 
his songs stripped down — as they were during eight acoustic shows at the 
performance space Skep in New York City’s Soho — reveal a stiff, mono- 
lithic core. ‘Where Bonney’s lack of sophistication helps create the moody 
emptiness of the record, his songs fall flat without the help of Gareth Jones’ 


reverb-soaked production. 


Perhaps, then, Bonney gives himself too much credit when he defines 


his music as part of “a genre of ... 


romantic Americana that’s never been 


defined ... one that includes k.d. lang and Lyle Lovett.” In truth, he still lacks 
both the confidence and competence to handle so amorphous a form with 
the dexterity of those performers. But lest | utter a discouraging word, I'll 
applaud a recent immigrant’s ambitious first attempt at Americana and

D’GARY ° MALAGASY GUITAR 
(SHANACHIE) 

The transformation of folk tradi- 
tions into pop music is a process 
largely obscured in our culture by 
market mechanisms and mass 
merchandising. But in more isolat- 
ed and insulated societies, that 
metamorphosis can be an organic 
aspect of everyday life. When 
Henry Kaiser and David Lindley 
took their tape recorders and gui- 
tars to Madagascar in 1991 to 
document and interact with the 
traditional masters and popular 
Stars of that African island's music, 
they came away with more musi- 
cal treasures than they had bar- 
gained for (but for which they 
paid handsomely). One of their 
discoveries was Ernest Randriana- 
solo, a.k.a. D’Gary, a finger-pick- 
ing guitarist from a small, remote 
village in southern Madagascar. 
Although D’Gary had never 
owned his own guitar before 
Kaiser and Lindley arrived, he had 
long since mastered the instru- 
ment with a unique thumb and 
index-finger strumming/plucking 
style that yields original music of 


deep complexity disguised in beguil- 
ing melodic charm. By lithely adapt- 
ing Malagasy styles from such indige- 
nous instruments as valiha, kabosy, 
and lokanga to the acoustic steel 
string guitar, D’Gary performs a 
graceful integrative dance, accessible 
to anyone familiar with such Ameri- 
can pickers as Leo Kottke and the late 
Robbie Basho, but rife with enigmat- 
ic, idiomatic riffs and svelte, idiosyn- 
cratic phrasing. He plays in seven dif- 
ferent tunings on this pleasantly 
unnerving collection of miniature 
masterpieces, but his virtuosity 
sounds almost casual. 

~ With the clean, nimble articulation 
of the fastest Celtic or bluegrass gui- 
tar wizard, and a mesmerizing, chant- 
like singing style, D’Gary has made an 
“unplugged” album that smokes old 
Slowhand’s multiple-Grammy winner. 
His rhythmic certainty, sometimes 
accented by percussionist Pana 
(Panayotis Dourantonis), might be 
taken for granted beneath the daz- 
zling filigrees and ornamentation, but 
then all the wonders are understated 
in this spiraling musical string of 
pearls. The Kaiser/Lindley Madagascar 
Project — which began with the 
anthology A World Out of Time 
(Shanachie) and will continue with a 
new album by pop giant Rossy — 
proves both that certain corners of 
world culture have yet to be fully 
revealed to us and that Ry Cooder no 
longer has exclusive rights to the 
globe’s unsung geniuses of guitar.

HELLO, I’M JOHNNY CASH 


Cash takes the stage these days with the air of a statesman. And 
while he celebrated his 61st birthday during two shows at the 
Great American Music Hall last Friday, he was a far cry from 
Grandpa Jones. He stood tall, smiled, and took command of the 


evening. And people ate it up. 


Cash hits the Bay Area regularly, but you’d be hard-pressed 
to find a show this relaxed and varied on the Circle Star or coun- 
ty-fair circuits, where he’s usually booked. “The nice thing

From March 5 through April 18, the 
Pacific Film Archive and the Istituto 
Italiano di Cultura of San Francisco pre- 
sent a complete retrospective of the films 
of Italian director Michelangelo Anto- 
nioni— 15 features, nine shorts, a filmed 
interview, and two appearances by Anto- 
nioni himself. The Italian master’s best- 
known works are from the ‘60s and ‘70s 
— Blow Up, Red Desert, Zabriskie Point, 
and The Passenger — stunning visual 
epics where color, composition, sound, 
and camera movement are key devices 
in stories steeped in the existential drama 
of his troubled characters. His early work 
is equally intriguing, and the shorts and 


the later features (e.g., The Mystery of Oberwald, Identification of a Woman) are 
rarely screened, Style can be overwhelming in Antonioni’s work, but he’s undeniably a 
filmmaker who's aware of the medium’s often underutilized visual potential. His work
